These  terms  of  sale  are  designed  to  conform  to  the  Amended  Rules  for  Public  Auction  Sales  in  New  York  City 
by  the  Department  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  the  Bylaws  of  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild,  Inc. 

!■  Tbis  public  auction  sale  is  conducted  pursuant  to  these  Terms  of  Sale  by  licensed  and  bonded  auctioneers  Harvev  G 
Stack,  #0522763  and  Lawrence  R.  Stack,  #0798114. 

2.  Each  bidder,  by  bidding  in  the  sale,  agrees  that  a 15%  BUYER’S  CHARGE  will  be  added  to  the  “hammer 
price”  or  winning  bid  of  each  lot  as  determined  by  the  auctioneer.  This  15%  BUYER’S  FEE  will  be  added  to  the 
invoice  of  each  successful  bidder  over  and  above  the  actual  sum  bid  or  offered.  The  Buyer’s  Fee  applies  regardless  of  a 
bidder’s  affiliation  with  any  group  or  organization,  and  is  imposed  on  all  bidders.  No  lots  will  be  delivered  or  shown  at 
the  auction.  Auction  sales  are  strictly  for  cash  and  must  be  paid  for  promptly  in  U.S.  funds.  STACK’S  reminds  you  that 
all  bidders  personally  guarantee  prompt  payment  in  full.

MASSACHUSETTS  SILVER  COINS  RETRIEVED  FROM 
THE  WRECK  OF  H.B.M.S  FEVERSHAM 

Sunk  off  Scatari  Island 
Cape  Breton  in  1711 

In  September,  1711,  H.B.M.S.  Feversham,  a 32-gun  British  frigate  on  the  North  American  station,  was  ordered  to 
proceed  north  from  New  York  City  along  the  Atlantic  coast  to  Quebec  City,  where  she  was  to  unload  supplies  and 
take  up  station  in  support  of  the  operations  against  French  Canada  during  Queen  Anne  s War.  In  New  \ork, 
H.B.M.S.  Feversham  replenished  her  stores.  Her  purser,  being  low  on  funds  for  the  remainder  of  the  voyage  north, 
put  in  a requisition  for  silver  coins  with  the  naval  officer  for  the  port  of  New  York.  After  receiving  silver  coins 
taken  directly  from  circulation  in  the  city,  H.B.M.S.  Feversham  set  sail  for  Quebec  with  three  transport  vessels 
under  her  care.  Unknown  to  her  master  and  crew,  Feversham’s  mission  had  been  cancelled,  but  news  of  the  change 
in  orders  arrived  in  New  York  too  late  to  save  her. 

Sailing  through  stormy  seas,  H.B.M.S.  Feversham  made  her  way  along  the  northern  coast  of  Maine  and  cleared 
the  site  where  Fortress  Louisbourg  would  be  built  some  ten  years  later.  She  made  a brave  try  at  rounding  Cape 
Breton,  the  easterly  part  of  Cape  Breton  Island,  but  could  not  gain  enough  sea  room  to  make  her  way  clear.  Dur- 
ing the  night  of  October  718,  1711,  H.B.M.S.  Feversham  was  driven  onto  the  rocky  coast  of  Scatari  Island,  Nova  Sco- 
tia. Of  the  149  men  aboard  the  frigate,  only  49  survived  the  night.  In  return  for  a promised  reward  of  200  pounds, 
Dennis  Courtin  of  the  French  ketch  La  Talente  dumped  his  load  of  cod  and  took  the  survivors  back  to  New  York 
City  and  safety.  Captain  Courtin  was  arrested  as  a spy  and  not  released  until  March,  1712.  H.B.M.S.  Feversham 
eventually  broke  up  on  the  rocks  and  her  contents  sank  from  human  view  for  two  centuries.  Recovery  efforts 
ordered  in  1712  failed  due  to  the  treacherous  seas.  More  than  250  years  were  to  pass  before  the  ill-fated  vessel  met 
her  salvors. 

For  numismatists,  the  importance  of  the  coin  finds  recovered  from  H.B.M.S.  Feversham ’s  last  resting  place  is 
that  they  show  us  exactly  what  sorts  of  silver  coins  were  in  circulation  in  a major  east  coast  seaport  in  the  early 
years  of  the  18th  century.  The  coins  recovered  from  the  wreck  included  types  one  might  have  expected,  such  as 
Spanish  colonial  cob  2,  4,  and  8 Reales.  What  was  unexpected  and  quite  surprising  was  the  quantity  of  Massachu- 
setts silver  coins,  primarily  Pine  Tree  Shillings,  that  were  recovered.  The  Pine  tree  coins  included  a significant 
number  of  large  as  well  as  small  planchet  types,  showing  that  the  former  were  not  replaced  in  circulation  by  the 
latter.  More  importantly,  the  presence  of  Massachusetts  silver  coins  in  the  wreck  proves  that,  not  only  did  these 
coins  circulate  long  after  they  had  been  struck,  but  also  that  their  distinctive  colonial  types  did  not  much  bother 
British  naval  authorities. 

If  that  were  not  enough,  the  presence  in  the  wreck  find  of  a substantial  number  of  Massachusetts  Shillings  that 
had  been  cut  into  fractions,  principally  quarters,  was  another  unheralded  numismatic  find.  Shillings  cut  into 
halves  had  been  known  before  the  wreck’s  discovery,  but  no  one  was  certain  that  they  had  been  cut  in  the  17th  or 
18th  centuries.  The  fractional  coins  in  the  Feversham  find  show  that  Massachusetts  shillings  were  cut  into  halves 
or  quarters  to  provide  denominations  not  otherwise  found  in  circulation.  The  Feversham  find  of  cut  fractions  gives 
life  to  a statement  printed  in  “The  Intelligencer”  of  December  2,  1728,  which  notes  that  “...the  people  enjoy  the  lib- 
erty of  cutting  the  little  money  among  them  into  halves  and  quarters,  for  the  convenience  of  small  traffic.” 

The  northern  waters  that  claimed  H.B.M.S.  Feversham  are  cold  and  their  low  temperature  preserved  the  silver 
coins  from  the  heavy  corrosion  typical  of  coins  salvaged  from  warm  waters.  All  the  recovered  coins  to  follow  have 
been  cleaned  as  part  of  the  salvage  process  and  show  this  to  varying  degrees,  ranging  from  bright  silver  color  to 
the  presence  of  cleaning  lines.

Very  rare:  this  variety  was  missing 
from  the  celebrated  Norweb  Collection  sale,  for 
example.  The  shapes  of  the  letters  SE  on  the 
obverse  indicate  Noe  obverse  I,  with  the  S wide 
open  and  the  neighboring  E higher,  while  the 
shape  of  the  A visible  on  the  reverse  suggests  Noe 
reverse  A.  It  is  a wonder  that  even  one  Willow 
Tree  shilling  was  still  in  circulation  in  New  York 
City  in  1711,  more  than  half  a century  after  they 
were  first  struck.  (SEE  COLOR  PLATE) 

Willow  Tree  coins  were  struck,  we  believe,  in  a drop 
hammer  press  of  the  sort  in  use  in  the  Edinburgh 
Mint  at  the  time  (and  later  by  William  Wood  to  strike 
the  Rosa  Americana  coinage).  Such  a press  would 
have  been  state  of  the  art  at  the  time,  capable  of 
achieving  high  striking  pressures  and  a rapid  output 
of  coins.  In  such  a press,  the  bottom  die  remains  fixed. 
The  upper  die  is  fastened  into  a holder  which  is 
mounted  in  between  wooden  rails.  The  whole  device 
resembles  a guillotine.  To  strike  a coin,  the  upper  die 
is  raised  up  by  a windlass  and  when  it  reaches  the  top 
of  the  device,  is  allowed  to  fall  down.  A heavy  weight 
attached  to  the  top  propels  the  upper  die  downwards 
by  the  momentum  of  its  fall,  and  the  two  dies  come 
together  on  the  planchet  in  between  them.  The 
planchet  was  uncollared  and  spread  when  struck.  In 
addition,  the  planchet  was  prone  to  misaligned  dou- 
ble striking  because  the  upper  die  tended  to  bounce  up 
a little  after  the  first  strike  and  hit  the  planchet  a sec- 
ond or  third  time  before  finally  coming  to  rest.  One 
man  could  operate  such  a device  although  two  were 
usually  used,  one  to  feed  planchets  into  the  dies  and 
the  other  to  raise  the  upper  die  and  weight.

In  addition,  the  N in  NEW  clearly 
breaks  the  inner  beaded  circle,  which  could  only  be 
the  case  if  the  coin  had  been  shift  double  struck.  All 
these  observations  lead  us  to  the  conclusion  that 
this  is  a heavily  clipped  Willow  Tree  shilling.

The  Oak  Tree  coins  were  struck  in  a rocker  press.  In  such 
a device,  the  top  and  bottom  dies  are  convex,  not  flat.  Silver 
strip  is  fed  into  the  press  and  as  a crank  handle  is  turned 
the  strip  is  pulled  into  the  device  and  squeezed  between  the 
upper  and  lower  dies  as  they  are  turned.  In  such  a press, 
accurate  positioning  of  the  two  dies  is  vital.  If  they  are  out  of 
perfect  alignment  even  a fraction  all  the  coins  they  strike 
will  have  one  (or  both)  side  offset  from  the  other  by  the  same 
amount  and  in  the  same  direction.  All  N.3’s,  for  example, 
are  off  center  on  the  obverse  exactly  the  same  way,  while 
their  reverses  are  all  centered  a trifle  too  far  left.

When  H.B.M.S.  Feversham  loaded  these  silver 
coins  aboard,  her  purser  must  have  done  so  by  weight 
and  fineness,  not  by  “face"  denomination,  since 
almost  all  of  the  coins  found  in  the  ship’s  wreck  are 
underweight.  The  difference  in  weights  between  the 
statutory  and  the  observed  is  too  great  to  be  accounted 
for  by  corrosion  in  salt  water,  especially  in  a cold 
water  wreck  site  like  Feversham’s.  We  do  not  know 
exactly  when  the  different  types  of  Massachusetts  sil- 
ver coins  were  struck.  Oak  Tree’s  could  have  been 
struck  into  the  early  1680’ s,  for  example.  However 
long  they  were  in  circulation,  however,  it  is  clear  that 
by  the  time  they  reached  New  York  City  in  1711  they 
had  almost  all  seen  heavy  wear  and  had  been  clipped.

The  existence  of  what  we  call  fractional  Massach  usetts  silver  coins  in  the  Feversham  find  was  a remarkable  and  serendipitous  con- 
firmation of  what  collectors  had  suspected  for  many  years.  There  have  always  been  some,  few,  fractional  silver  coins  in  collectors’ 
hands,  pieces  clearly  deliberately  cut  into  halves  or  even  quarters.  Before  the  discovery  of  the  Feversham  wreck,  the  exact  nature  of 
those  fractions  was  not  clear,  however.  Were  they  really  “emergency”  fractional  coins,  made  in  the  1 7th  century  because  there  were  not 
enough  real,  struck  sixpenny  or  threepenny  or  even  twopenny  pieces  in  circulation  ? Or  were  they  pieces  of  modern  manufacture  made 
to  mislead  collectors  ? No  one  knew,  until  similar  pieces  of  undisputed  authenticity  were  found  in  the  wreck  of  the  Feversham.  Their 
existence  shows  that  Massachusetts  silver  coins  served  two  purposes  in  the  1 7th  century.  To  the  Massachusetts  General  Court,  the  Bay 
Colony’s  governing  body,  the  coins  were  symbols  of  independence  and  sovereignty.  To  the  ordinary  resident  who  used  these  coins, 
however,  they  were  little  more  than  specie  objects  of  known  weight  and  fineness.  To  the  average  man,  a shilling  cut  in  half  was  as 
much  two  sixpences  as  were  two  struck  sixpenny  coins.  What  mattered  was  not  so  much  the  types  as  the  silver  content  of  the  coins.

The  fractional  coins  offered  here  from  the  Feversham  show 
that  their  makers  did  not  try  to  achieve  exactly  one  half  of 
the  statutory  weight  when  they  cut  a shilling  in  half  to  make 
two  sixpences  out  of  it.  If  the  fraction  they  made  with  their 
shears  was  heavy,  as  was  the  case  with  several  of  the  pieces 
offered  here,  it  was  not  trimmed  again  to  make  a perfect 
weight  sixpence.  “Close  enough"  seems  to  have  been  the 
watchword,  not  precision.

EARLY  AMERICAN  COINS  AND  TOKENS 


A RALEIGH  PLANTATIONS  TOKEN  SET 

The  origins  and  early  history  of  the  Raleigh  Plantations  Tokens  are  unknown.  The  style  of  the  tokens  and 
their  legends  show  that  they  are  to  he  dated  in  the  late  16th  or  early  17th  centuries.  What  connection  they  may 
have  had  to  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  and  the  ill-fated  Roanoke  Plantation  (founded  1584)  is  similarly  unknown  and 
is  probably  just  a legend.  There  are  two  types,  from  two  different  pairs  of  dies.  The  easiest  di  fference  is  in  the 
size  of  the  figure  on  the  obverse.  On  the  first  type,  the  figure  is  large;  on  the  second,  it  is  smaller.  Raleigh  Planta- 
tion Tokens  are  quite  rare.  Since  the  Norweb  sale  of  1987  we  have  seen  only  one  other  example  offered  at  auc- 
tion (Sotheby’s  sale  of  December,  1993,  lot  651).  The  Norweb  cataloger  knew  of  only  four  prior  auction  records.

No  one  knows  who  struck  Ryder  30.  The  reverse  die 
is  Bresset’s  S,  a good  workhorse  die  married  earlier  to 
several  other  obverses.  The  obverse  of  R.30  is  quite 
distinctive,  appearing  crude,  poorly  engraved,  and 
made  from  low  grade  die  steel.  It  has  the  look  of  a 
home-made  product  and  may  have  been  the  work  of 
an  apprentice  or  a counterfeiter  who  had  obtained 
reverse  S and  wanted  to  make  coins  of  his  own.

The  Ricketts’s  Circus  tokens  were  probably  struck  as  admission  tickets,  much  as  the  Peak’s  Museum 
tokens  were.  The  dies  were  in  the  Philadelphia  Mint  by  1841  and  were  still  there  in  1856.  Julian  suggests  that  the  tokens 
may  have  been  struck  at  the  Mint  in  the  1790’s.  John  Bill  Ricketts  was  a noted  horse  rider  of  his  day  and  opened  a circus 
in  Philadelphia  to  showcase  his  talents.  George  Washington  attended  a performance  in  April,  1793.  Ricketts  left  for 
Boston  in  1795  but  returned  to  Philadelphia  later.  His  circus  burned  down  in  1799  and  he  sailed  away  to  England  never 
to  return.

Blank  save  for  a single  five  pointed  star 
punch  with  a raised  central  dot.  This  is  the  first  appearance  of  the  Texas  Lone  Star  on  a coin  (it  later  shows  up  on  the 
1934-38  Texas  commemorative  half  dollars).  Very  rare:  we  know  of  just  three  specimens  that  have  appeared  in  major 
auctions  in  the  past  15  years,  along  with  five  others  owned  by  a single  individual  as  of  1986.  The  de  la  Garza  Half  Real  or 
Texas  Jolla  was  unknown  to  collectors  until  the  February,  1903  issue  of  The  Numismatist  published  the  report  of  one. 
Despite  the  early  publicity,  the  issue  was  then  unique  and  most  collectors  once  again  forgot  about  it.  When  a group  of 
them  was  found  on  the  banks  of  the  San  Antonio  River  and  described  in  an  April,  1980  issue  of  Coin  World , collectors 
finally  realized  that  here  was  an  issue  that  was  both  very  historical  and  very  rare.  Since  then,  the  de  la  Garza  Half  real 
has  been  on  most  advanced  collectors  want  lists.  Given  the  fact  of  the  coin’s  rarity,  however,  the  wait  between  opportuni- 
ties to  buy  a specimen  is  long.  This  specimen  was  discovered  near  the  Presidio  at  Goliad,  Texas  in  1987  by  a local  collec- 
tor, who  found  it  with  a metal  detector. 

The  Texas  Jollas  were  struck  in  1818  by  Jose  Antonio  de  la  Garza,  postmaster  of  San  Antonio,  Texas.  De  la  Garza  received  per- 
mission from  the  governor  of  San  Antonio  (then  known  as  San  Fernando  de  Bexar)  to  strike  8,000  tokens  in  copper,  for  the  conve- 
nience of  local  trade.  Each  token  was  to  be  worth  half  a real  and  was  to  pass  current  in  the  town.  Permission  was  granted  on 
December  6,  1818,  and  this  is  the  date  that  de  la  Garza  placed  on  his  tokens,  it  is  not  known  where  they  were  struck,  or  by  whom. 
The  die  work  is  crude  enough  to  suggest  that  they  were  actually  made  in  San  An  tonio.

These  were  the  types  and  inscriptions  called  for  in  the  Congressional  coinage  proposal  of  late  1 791,  fathered  by  Robert  Morris,  that  immedi- 
ae  y preceded  the  Mint  Act  of  April  2,  1 792.  This  1 791  proposal  called  for  the  obverses  of  the  country ’s  coins  to  have  the  bust  of  the  president 
unn  murre  f°llowed  ^ the  word  " President ” and.  his  presidential  succession  number,  with  Washington  being  Number  1. 

When  Washington  saw  these  pattern  coins,  he  is  said  to  have  objected  to  the  design  because  it  seemed  to  “monarchical”  to  him.

This  present  specimen  is  Number  5 in  P.  Scott  Rubin’s 
list  published  in  the  1984  COAC  papers.  Of  all  known,  this  has  the  best  documented  and  most  distinguished  list  of  prior 
owners.  This  coin  was  plated  in  the  1882  Bushnell  Sale  catalogue,  as  well  as  in  every  other  auction  catalogue  in  which  it 
appeared  since  1863.  Carl  Wurtzbach,  a later  owner,  showed  it  at  ANA  conventions  during  the  1910-1914  period,  at  which 
time  it  was  called  Uncirculated.  It  was  plated  in  the  1914  ANS  exhibition  catalogue  of  U.S.  coins.  In  the  not  so  distant  past 
it  had  been  the  Red  Book  plate  coin,  as  well  as  the  plate  piece  for  the  Standard  Catalogue.  (SEE  COLOR  PLATE)

The  Silver  Center  Cents  were  part  of  the  first  United  States  Mint’s  experimentation  to  find  the  best  size  and  weight  for  the  new 
copper  Cent  ordered  by  the  Coinage  Act  of  April  2,  1 792.  The  idea  for  the  bimetallic  Cent,  which  incorporates  a small  plug  of  silver 
in  the  center  of  a small  copper  coin,  was  to  create  a denomination  whose  intrinsic  value  was  one  one-hundredth  of  a dollar  but 
whose  size  was  not  unwieldy.  The  plug  of  silver  was  calculated  as  worth  314  of  a cent,  while  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  small  copper 
coin  that  contained  it  was  1/4  of  a cent.  Thomas  Jefferson,  himself,  is  believed  by  some  to  have  been  the  parent  of  the  Silver  Center 
Cent.  The  first  pieces  were  struck  December  17  to  18,  1792,  and  they  were  delivered  to  Jefferson  for  his  approval.  Each  was  made 
by  hand  at  the  Mint,  the  workmen  first  making  the  copper  blank,  then  punching  out  a small  hole  in  the  center,  next  inserting  the 
silver  plug,  finally  striking  the  two  part  coin  with  the  appropriate  dies.  Jefferson  received  the  handful  of  coins  and  selected  some  to 
send  to  President  George  Washington,  which  he  did  on  December  18,  when  two  were  dispatched  to  the  president.  At  least  one  coin 
was  struck  deliberately  without  a silver  plug  in  the  center,  presumably  to  show  Jefferson  how  it  was  made.

SELECTED  MEDALS  OF  HENRY  CLAY 

Henry  Clay  (1777-1852)  was  one  of  America’s  most  prominent  19th  century  statesmen,  known  as  the  Great  Pacifi- 
cator for  his  skillful  Compromises  of  1820,  1833  and  the  great  Compromise  of  1850.  He  served  with  distinction  as 
Secretary  of  State  under  President  John  Quincy  Adams,  introducing  the  Pan  American  concept.  Her  served  several 
terms  as  Congressman  and  Senator,  and  his  unsuccessful  campaigns  for  the  Presidency  made  him  one  of  the  great 
“Also  Rans.”  The  two  finest  Clay  medals  were  the  work  of  America’s  greatest  19th  century  engraver,  Charles  Cush- 
ing Wright.  They  marked  the  Compromise  of  1850  (Julian  PE. 7),  and  Clay’s  death  in  1852  (PE.8).  This  offering 
includes  an  unprecedented  number  of  unique  White  Metal  and  trial  strikes  of  these  famous  medals.

Only  one  White  Metal 
strike  is  recorded,  that  in  the  Charles  Ira  Bushnell 
Collection,  sold  by  S.H.  and  Henry  Chapman  in 
June  1882.  Full  silvery  lustre  distinguishes  this 
example,  the  obverse  showing  some  minute  tics  in 
the  soft  metal  with  an  edge  bump  at  5:00.  In  con- 
temporary fitted  case  with  detached  lid.  About 
Uncirculated  or  virtually  so. 

While  it  cannot  be  stated  with  certainty  that  this 
medal  is  the  Bushnell  specimen,  the  fact  that  no  other 
White  Metal  Strike  is  known  today  strongly  suggests 
this  possibility.

Daniel  Chester  French  is  noted  for  his  Minuteman  statue  in  Concord,  Mass,  and  his  awe-inspiring  seated  Abraham  Lincoln 
statue  in  Washington’s  Lincoln  Memorial.  Lukeman  was  successor  to  Gutzon  Borglum  in  the  ill-fated  Stone  Mountain  project  in 
Georgia.

EARLY  AMERICAN  AND  BETTS  MEDALS 


One  of  the  few  areas  of  U.S.  medal  collecting  to  boast  a reasonably  thorough  catalogue  is  the  group  included  in 
C.  Wyllys  Betts’  “American  Colonial  History  Illustrated  by  Contemporary  Medals,”  first  published  in  1894.  Cover- 
ing the  centuries  from  the  era  of  discovery  through  the  recognition  of  American  independence,  “Betts  Medals”  have 
attracted  and  maintained  a loyal  following.  Although  Betts  attempted  to  be  thorough,  his  work  was  interrupted  by 
his  death.  Accordingly,  there  are  many  other  medals  that  Betts  would  have  included  had  he  lived  longer.  We  are 
happy  to  present  some  of  these  here.

The  capture  of  Fortress  Louisbourg  unlocked  control  of  the 
mouth  of  the  St.  Lawrence  River.  Once  she  fell,  continued 
French  control  over  Quebec  and  later  Montreal  was  just  a mat- 
ter of  time.  Wolfe's  descent  on  Quebec  a year  afterwards  could 
not  have  been  made  by  sea  without  Louisbourg’s  capture.

r.  of  Louis  XV  with  the  title  “Emperor  of  the  World.” 

Four  forts  in  the  center  surrounded  by  their  names, 
all  flying  the  French  Bourbon  flag,  OSWEGO  (N.Y.)  at 
the  top.  Rare.  Clean  and  attractive,  with  even  gold  and 
gray  toning.  Very  Fine. 

Oswego  on  Lake  Ontario  was  taken  by  General  the  Mar- 
quis de  Montcalm  in  August,  1 758.  It  was  demolished  to  pre- 
vent its  use  by  the  British.  The  medal  commemorates  this 
event. 

Oswego  was  reoccupied  by  British  forces  in  1 759,  as  part 
of  Prime  Minister  Pitt’s  attack  on  French  Canada.  Forts 
Oswego  and  Niagara  were  to  be  reinforced,  in  order  to  cut 
off  the  French  in  Quebec  from  their  allies  and  outposts  in  the 
west.

RARE  SILVER  1781  LIBERTAS  AMERICANA  MEDAL 


227  B.615  Libertas  Americana,  1781.  Silver,  47.7  mm.  Augustin  Dupre’s  rendition  of  Benjamin  Franklin’s  suggestion  for  a 

head  of  American  Liberty  facing  1.,  a Liberty  pole  with  a cap  on  its  top  behind  her  head.  This  type,  captured  from  the  popu- 
lar imagination  of  liberation,  later  appeared  on  the  1792  Lyons  artists  medal  (see  below  for  two  examples)  and  our  own  1793 
Half  Cents.  The  date  July  4,  1776  is  under  Liberty’s  head.  On  the  obverse  rim  below  the  4 in  the  date  is  the  short  die  break 
present  on  all  silver  and  bronze  medals  we  have  seen.  Rv.  France  portrayed  as  the  goddess  Athena  holds  a shield  bearing  the 
French  coat  of  arms  with  which  she  protects  the  infant  American  republic  from  the  attack  of  the  British  lion.  The  infant  has 
just  killed  two  snakes  it  found  in  its  crib,  which  here  symbolize  the  twin  American  victories  of  Saratoga  (1777)  and  York- 
town  (1781).  Toned  medium  silver  gray  with  traces  of  iridescent  gold  and  blue  principally  on  the  reverse.  A few  edge  bumps 
which  are  barely  noticeable  when  the  medal  is  looked  at  from  front  or  back.  Extremely  Fine  and  nearly  choice. 

The  silver  Libertas  Americana  is  the  classic  early  American  medal.  It  was  commissioned  by  Benjamin  Franklin  as  a tribute  to 
American  independence.  Silver  specimens  were  distributed  by  Franklin  to  the  president  of  Congress,  members  of  George  Ill’s  gov- 
ernment, and  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Knights  of  Malta,  among  others.  Members  of  the  Continental  Congress  of  1 783  may  also 
have  received  silver  medals,  but  there  is  no  certainty  about  this  (they  may  have  received  bronze  medals,  instead,  Franklin  was  not 
specific  about  this).  The  number  of  silver  medals  surviving  today  is  small  and  specimens  come  on  the  market  infrequently. 
Although  dated  1 781  the  dies  were  not  finished  until  late  1 782  and  the  first  medals  were  not  struck  until  after  March  17,  1 783. 
The  obverse  die  remained  at  the  Paris  Mint  until  it  was  stolen  during  the  revolution  of  1848;  it  was  never  recovered. 

BRONZE  1781  LIBERTAS  AMERICANA  MEDAL 

*228  B.615.  Libertas  Americana,  1781.  Bronze,  47.8  mm.  Plain  edge,  single  witness  line.  Lovely,  rich  medium  brown  and  gold 

color.  A few  stray  marks,  but  none  seriously  distracting.  Obverse  die  break  under  4 in  the  date,  as  expected.  Types  as  on  the 
silver  medal  described  previously.  Interestingly,  Benjamin  Franklin,  who  commissioned  the  dies  and  influenced  their 
designs,  wrote  to  Robert  Livingston  in  1783  saying  he  liked  the  copper  [sic,  he  meant  bronze]  ones  best.  Rare:  while  the 
exact  number  of  bronze  medals  struck  is  unknown  Franklin  suggested  in  a 1783  letter  to  the  president  of  Congress  that 
each  member  of  Congress  would  receive  a bronze  medal,  making  the  original  total  fewer  than  100.  About  Uncirculated. 


Ca.  1683  CHARLES  II  SILVER  MEDAL 
Possibly  an  Early  British  Indian  Peace  Medal  Type 


229  B.  unlisted.  Charles  II  Dynastic  Medal,  ca.  1683.  Silver,  53.3  mm.  John  Roettier’s  bust  of  Charles  II  r.  Rv.  The  same 
artist’s  rendition  of  the  British  royal  arms  with  lion  and  unicorn  supporters.  The  editors  of  Medallic  Illustrations  believed 
that  this  medal  (MI. 277)  was  struck  for  general  presentation  purposes,  noting  that  it  was  “beautifully  executed.  Since 
Britain  had  no  official  Indian  peace  Medals  at  this  time,  it  is  quite  likely  that  this  type  was  presented  to  important  Indians 
along  the  western  New  York  and  New  Jersey  frontiers.  The  French  used  the  1693  Louis  XIV  dynastic  medal  (the  Donuis 
Augustae  type)  for  exactly  the  same  purpose.  The  National  Portrait  Galleries  1985  exhibition  at  the  Smithsonian  entitled 
“Peace  and  Friendship:  Indian  Peace  Medals  in  the  United  States”  included  one  of  these  Charles  II  medals.  Uncirculated, 
with  beautiful  iridescent  blue  and  rose  toning  over  reflective  fields.  Some  light  surface  nicks,  not  unusual  for  a medal  this  old.

30.3  mm.  Bust  r.  of  Louis  XVI.  Rv.  Inscription  in  French 
in  four  lines  within  a wreath.  Edge  reeded  by  Castaing 
machine  showing  overrun  in  places,  no  ARGENT  edge 
mark.  This  is  very  likely  an  original  striking  done  to  cel- 
ebrate the  Treaty  of  Paris  in  1783.  The  dies  are  by 
Nicholas-Marie  Gatteaux,  who  also  designed  the  MI-2 
Gates  and  MI-3  Wayne  Comitia  Americana  medals.  This 
medal  properly  belongs  in  Betts  around  his  numbers  611 
and  612.  Extremely  Fine. 


George  III  Adams  Reception  Medal, 
1785.  Bronze,  40.2mm.  By  Lewis  Pingo.  BHM  265. 
Armored  bust  of  British  monarch  r.  Rv.  Standing  Liber- 
ty holding  pileus  and  staff,  SEMPER  HONOR  NOMEN- 
QVE  TWM,  Thy  Honor  and  Name  Forever.  (Virgil). 
The  reason  for  this  medal’s  issue  is  not  absolutely  cer- 
tain, but  its  juxtaposition  of  King  and  Liberty  is  -fasci- 
nating. Red-brown  surfaces  show  bountiful  mint  red. 
Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated. 

Researchers,  including  British  cataloguer  Lawrence 
Brown  identify  this  medal  with  the  King’s  reception  of  John 
Adams  as  first  U.S.  Ambassador,  June  1,  1785.  The  meeting 
of  America’s  ex-monarch  and  Revolutionary  leader  Adams 
went  smoothly,  the  King  stating  that  he  had  opposed  separa- 
tion until  the  end,  but  now  wished  only  the  best  for  the  Unit- 
ed States. 


AN  ENIGMATIC  EARLY 
AMERICAN  MARRIAGE  MEDAL

hand.  37.3  mm,  0.6  mm  thick.  The  front  shows  a coat  of 
arms  bearing  a running  stag  adapted  from  those  of  the 
Yorkshire,  England  family  of  Frothingham.  Beneath  is 
the  owner’s  name  reversed,  Jonatfhan]  Call.  This  side  of 
the  medal  was  meant  to  be  worn  showing  and  its  “mys- 
tery” was  that  the  name  could  only  be  read  in  a mirror. 
The  back  is  engraved  with  the  names,  birthdates,  and 
marriage  date  of  the  young  couple.  The  execution  of  the 
work  is  quite  good  and  the  gilding  is  still  intact.  Some 
research  might  uncover  the  identities  and  history  of  the 
Call-Frothingham  alliance.  Essentially  as  made,  holed  at 
the  top  for  wearing.

Oak  wreath,  dedication  to  National  Con- 
vention by  Artists  Meeting  in  Lyons,  PUR  METAL / DE

Struck  in  1792.  Inspired  by  Dupre’s  Libertas  Americana 
Medal,  this  obverse  was  adapted  for  the  1793  U.S.  Cents 
and  Half  Cents.

The  Lyons  artists  suggested  a use  for  the  tons  of  church 
bells  confiscated  by  the  new  Republic.  Although  coins  were 
struck  from  this  alloy,  it  proved  brittle  and  unsatisfactory. 
The  authorities  had  better  luck  with  lead  plundered  from 
tombs  in  the  same  churches,  which  made  excellent  musket 
balls.

This  medal  is  little  known  to  U.S.  collectors,  although  the 
Treaty  of  Ghent  ended  the  inconclusive  War  of  1812  and 
brought  the  young  Henry  Clay  his  first  diplomatic  fame. 


MEDALS  OF  THE 
UNITED  STATES  MINT 

The  medals  struck  by  the  Philadelphia  Mint  have 
been  authoritatively  catalogued  by  R.W.  Julian  in  his 
“Medals  of  the  United  States  Mint,  the  First  Century,” 
published  by  the  Token  and  Medal  Society  in  1977. 
Julian  created  broad  categories  for  these  18th  and 
19th  century  issues,  such  as  Indian  Peace  (IP),  Mili- 
tary (MI),  Naval  (NA),  Lifesaving  (LS)  and  others. 

These  medals  were  struck  in  pure  Copper,  then  col- 
ored with  a secret  bronzing  powder  to  produce  the  var- 
ious patinas  that  give  the  pieces  such  outstanding 
prooflike  beauty.  Their  popularity  with  today’s  collec- 
tors has  increased  markedly  in  recent  years,  thanks  to 
Julian’s  work  and  in  depth  cataloguing  such  as  that 
appearing  below. 

PLEASE  NOTE:  Medals  appearing  here  struck  by 
the  U.S.  Mint  are  identified  by  Julian  numbers.  Some 
medals  not  struck  at  the  Mint,  but  closely  related  in 
theme  or  by  collector  interest,  have  been  placed  here  in 
the  relevant  categories  for  bidder  convenience. 


ASSAY  COMMISSION  MEDALS 

The  United  States  Assay  Commission  first  met  in 
1797.  Members  of  the  annual  assay  commission 
received  special  medals  as  tokens  of  their  attendance.

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INDIAN  PEACE  MEDALS 


INDIAN  PEACE  MEDALS 

The  new  United  States  continued  the  French  and  British  practice  of  recognizing  friendly  leaders  of  Indian 
nations  with  silver  medals  which  could  also  assure  continuing  loyalty.  The  first  Philadelphia  Mint  medals  were 
hollow  shells  struck  for  President  Thomas  Jefferson.  Later  Presidents  were  portrayed  on  solid  silver  medals, 
pierced  for  wear.  Indian  recipients  kept  their  medals  bright  by  often  brutal  polishing,  assuring  that  few,  if  any 
awarded  medals  exist  today  in  higher  grades. 

Bronzed  copper  examples  were  struck  in  very  limited  numbers  for  collectors.  George  Washington,  John  Adams 
and  solid  Jefferson  medals  were  created  later  to  complete  the  bronzed  copper  series,  and  all  have  been  eagerly  col- 
lected ever  since.  Most  early  reverses  bear  clasped  hands  with  crossed  tomahawk  and  peace  pipe  and  inscription 
PEACE  AND  FRIENDSHIP.

MILITARY  MEDALS 

The  first  medal  awarded  to  field  officers  were  the 
series  commissioned  by  the  Continental  Congress  and 
struck  at  the  Paris  Mint.  Once  the  Philadelphia  Mint 
was  established,  medals  for  famous  generals  were  reg- 
ularly struck  until  the  end  of  the  Civil  War.  Medals 
for  the  named  awardee  were  struck  in  gold,  with  silver 
ones  for  his  officers.  Bronzed  copper  medals  were 
struck  for  collectors  starting  in  the  1850's.

AMBROSE  LOESERI  A Testimonial/  of  regard  and  esteem/  by  the/  Scott 
Rifle  Comp. I Jany  8th  1857.  Reverse  bears  the  company  name,  founding  date  Feb.  22,  1852  in  a style  reminiscent  of  era 
shooting  medals.  The  daguerrotype  is  composed  of  a gold  oval  inner  frame  under  glass,  in  a 52  x 47mm  leather  case  with- 
out lid.  The  male  subject  wears  frock  coat  and  wide  bow  tie,  with  bold  features  subtly  ‘colorized.’  Two  silvery  spots  are 
inside  the  glass.  Medal  is  Choice  Extremely  Fine,  Daguerrotype  at  least  so.  2 pieces. 

Research  has  failed  to  pinpoint  a location  for  the  Scott  Rifles,  though  the  Philadelphia  area  is  likely.  The  company  was  undoubt- 
edly a pre-Civil  War  volunteer  body  which  was  almost  certainly  soon  involved  in  that  great  convulsion. 
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UNIQUE  GOLD  CIVIL  WAR  CORPS  BADGE 

The  Thirteenth  Corps  Badge 
As  Adopted  by  Corps  Veterans  in  1865-66 

Gold  Civil  War  Commemorative  Medal  named  to  Walter  B.  Scates,  with  bar  for  the  battle  of  Champion  Hill 
(May  16,  1863).  35.0  mm.  The  center  of  the  uniface  medal  has  intertwined  GA  over  13.  Around  are  eight  triangles  bear- 
ing the  battle  names  of  Fort  Gibson,  Big  Black,  Fort  Monroe,  Mansfield,  Catte  River,  Grand  Gateau,  Milikens  Bend,  and 
Chicasau  Bayou.  The  outer  band  encircling  these  devices  is  inscribed  Vicksburg,  L’Esperanza,  Jackson,  Mobile,’  and 
Arkansas  Post.  The  names  on  the  triangles  were  those  of  engagements  involving  the  Union  Thirteenth  Corps,  beginning 
in  April,  1863,  that  led  to  the  final  encirclement  of  Vicksburg  and  the  inevitable  reduction  of  that  bastion  of  the  Lost 
Cause.  As  told  in  Civil  War  Corps  Badges  and  Other  Related  Awards,  Badges,  Medals  of  the  Period  (Stanley  S.  Phillips, 
1982,  pp.  62-3),  at  a reunion  of  13th  Corps  veterans  held  at  the  Old  Metropolitan  Hall  in  Chicago,  Walter  B.  Scates,  pre- 
siding, a resolution  waa  passed  adopting  a 13th  Corps  badge.  “An 
electrotype  or  die  was  made,  a cut  of  the  same  sent  to  each  mem- 
ber present  at  the  meeting.”  By  1885,  two  years  before  Scates’ 
death,  no  one  remembered  what  the  design  looked  like  or  if  any 
medals  had  actualy  been  made.  This  medal  shows  that  at  least  one 
finished  Thirteenth  Corps  badge  was  made,  a special  piece  made  of 
gold  and  engraved  to  Walter  Scates,  himself.  This  one  may  well  be 
the  only  such  Thirteenth  Corps  badge  in  existence  and  is  almost 
certainly  the  prototype  or  first  original.  Suspended  from  a purple 
velvet  ribbon,  overall  length  5.18  in.  Essentially  as  made,  show- 
ing very  little  wear  on  the  ribbon  and  virtually  none  on  the  medal 
and  bar.  Undoubtedly  unique,  made  for  and  worn  by  Brigadier 
General  Scates. 

Brigadier  General  Walter  Bennett  Scates  (1808-1887)  was  Illinois’ 
assistant  adjutant  general  from  June  30,  1862  until  April  4,  1864.  He 
was  brevetted  brigadier  general  after  that  date,  and  served  on  General 
McClernand’s  staff.  Presumably,  Scates  joined  fellow  lllinois’er 
McClernand’s  planning  to  clear  the  Mississippi  of  Confederates  and 
split  the  South  in  two.  McLernand’s  scheme,  backed  by  Stanton  and  the 
president,  himself,  was  scuttled  when  Grant  exercised  the  authority 
given  him  implicitly  by  McLernand ’s  orders.  McLernand  was  forced  to 
become  just  one  of  Grant’s  corps  commanders,  rather  than  an  army 
leader,  and  together  with  Grant  slogged  it  out  with  the  rebels  until  the 
battle  of  Milliken’s  Bend  led  the  way  to  the  capitulation  of  Vicksburg. 

The  Thirteenth  Corps  was  formed  on  October  24,  1862,  originally 
under  Grant’s  command.  McClernand  took  over  on  January  31,  1863, 
and  after  a hiatus  resumed  command  on  February  23,  1864.  The  Corps 
was  disbanded  on  June  11,  1864. 

The  Battle  of  Champion  Hill  was  fought  May  16,  1863.  The  hill  and 
the  crossroads  of  the  same  name  were  the  scenes  of  bloody  hand  to  hand 
fighting,  changing  hands  three  times  during  the  action.  In  the  hot  sun 
the  soldiers’  water  supplies  ran  out  and  men  were  forced  to  scoop 
handsfull  of  stagnant  water  from  the  ruts  in  the  wagon  road  leading 
into  the  gravel  pit  as  they  moved  up  to  the  line.  Battle  was  joined  at 
10:30  am,  when  Grant  attacked.  By  5:00  pm  the  Confederates  had  been 
forced  back  to  the  Big  Black  River.  The  defeat  of  their  rear  guard  the 
next  day  forced  a speedy  retreat  into  Vicksburg,  and  close  on  the  rebels’ 
heels  Grant  locked  the  door  by  taking  the  heights  along  the  Yazoo.  Con- 
federate general  Pemberton  received  Johnston’s  order  “If  it  is  not  too 
late,  evacuate  Vicksburg,  ” but  it  already  was.

This  massive  production  was  the  last  Military  Medal  in  the  series  begun  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  The  custom  of  Congressional 
award  lapsed,  probably  because  of  the  sheer  number  of  Civil  War  officers  in  active  combat.

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NAVAL  MEDALS 

Like  the  Military  Medals,  the  first  Naval  medals  were  also  struck  at  the  Paris  Mint.  Naval  medals  are  avidly  col- 
lected because  their  reverses  bear  dramatic  action  scenes  of  some  of  the  most  famous  of  all  military  engagements 
in  American  history. 


RARE  ORIGINAL  JOHN  PAUL  JONES  MEDAL

289  J.NA.l,  Betts  568.  John  Paul  Jones,  1778.  Bronze.  56.3  mm.  Struck  from  the  original  dies,  with  Augustin  Dupre’s 
signature.  Struck  at  the  Paris  Mint,  where  the  dies  were  executed.  Plain  edge,  thus  made  before  1841  (when  edge  marks 
for  medals  in  base  metals  were  first  applied).  Bust  r.  of  John  Paul  Jones  in  naval  uniform.  Rv.  Jones’  Bonhomme  Richard 
engaging  the  British  50-gun  frigate  Serapis.  During  this  fight,  when  asked  if  he  had  had  enough,  Jones  replied  to  the 
English  captain  “I  have  not  yet  begun  to  fight.”  The  Jones  medal  from  the  original  dies  struck  before  edge  markings  were 
applied  is  rare.  This  specimen  was  struck  before  the  Dreyfuss:5294  medal,  as  the  die  rust  behind  Jones’  head  is  not  as 
advanced.  The  last  one  we  remember  seeing  offered  for  sale  was  in  PCAC’s  June,  1991  sale,  the  gilt  copper  piece.  About 
Uncirculated  and  nearly  choice. 

Jones’  ship  “Bonhomme  Richard”  (i.e.,  the  “Poor  Richard”,  named  in  honor  of  Benjamin  Franklin)  was  an  old  French  warship 
better  suited  as  a coastal  battery  ship  than  as  a ship  of  war.  Jones  refitted  her  as  best  he  could  and  somehow  managed  to  squeeze 
42  guns  and  a complement  of  sharpshooters  aboard.  He  left  the  French  port  L’ Orient  in  August  and  sailed  north  toward  Scotland, 
looking  for  prey.  On  September  23  he  sighted  a British  convoy  of  39  merchantmen  escorted  by  two  warships,  the  Serapis  (rated  a 
44-gunner  but  armed,  as  Jones  found  on  her  capture,  with  50)  and  the  22-gunner  Countess  of  Scarborough.  Jones  engaged  the  for- 
mer, while  a French  companion,  the  Pallas,  took  on  the  latter.  On  first  firing  her  guns,  two  of  Bonhomme  Richard’s  18-pounders, 
her  heaviest  guns,  exploded.  The  remaining  four  big  guns  had  to  be  left  unfired,  thereby  depriving  her  of  her  most  powerful  arma- 
ment. The  Serapis  mounted  20  18-pounders.  The  Bonhomme  Richard  soon  took  a pounding  and  was  soon  in  a sinking  condition, 
but  when  the  British  captain  offered  Jones  an  opportunity  to  surrender,  Jones  refused  in  his  immortal  words.  During  the  fight, 
American  marksmen  in  the  rigging  of  Jones’  ship  shot  down  any  British  officer  who  exposed  himself.  An  American  grenade  set  off 
powder  in  the  Serapis’  gun  deck  and  after  her  mainmast  was  toppled  the  Serapis  surrendered.  Jones  quickly  transferred  his  men 
from  his  own  sinking  ship  and  sailed  Serapis  to  port  at  Texel  where  both  fame  and  a new  command  awaited  him.

Sea 
fight  of  U.S.S.  Constellation  and  French  vessel  La 
Vengeance  under  billowing  clouds.  Rich,  virtually  mark- 
free  red  mahogany  surfaces  create  outstanding  beauty. 
Very  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated. 

R.W.  Julian’s  researches  show  that  the  first  Truxtun 
Medals  were  struck  in  1802  under  Jefferson’s  administra- 
tion. Doubts  had  been  expressed  that  the  new  regime  would 
honor  Congress’  call  for  the  medal,  voted  during  John 
Adam’s  Presidency,  but  the  medal  received  wide  acclaim 
when  it  was  finally  struck.  The  cartwheel  rims  of  early 
strikes  have  no  legends,  though  later  Mint  List  Medals  bear 
an  incuse  Latin  tribute  to  of  “the  Fathers  of  the  Country  to  a 
Worthy  Son.  ”

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PORTRAITS  OF  WAR  OF  1812 
NAVAL  HEROES  AND  ENGAGEMENTS 

The  next  three  lots  offer  collectors  something  differ- 
ent than  what  they  are  used  to  seeing.  The  war  of  1812 
and  its  heroes  inspired  a host  of  different  tributes, 
ranging  from  printed  broadsides  to  battle  scenes 
transferred  onto  plates  and  pitchers.  We  are  pleased  to 
offer  three  items  that  are  in  the  familiar  round  for- 
mat. These  are  all  contemporary  with  the  men  or 
actions  they  portray,  and  thus  fit  into  a collection  of 
naval  medals.  More  importantly,  they  offer  different 
views  of  battles  or  aspects  of  portraits  that  can  deepen 
our  appreciation  of  the  medals  we  so  enjoy. 

*293  Commodore  William  Bainbridge  portrait  in  a round 
95.1  mm  brass  frame.  J.NA.4,  related.  Bainbridge’s  por- 
trait is  printed  in  stippling  on  paper.  It  is  framed  under 
glass  and  has  a thin  mirror  border  around  it,  to  empha- 
size the  portrait.  The  back  is  felt  and  there  was  once  a 
loop  to  hang  the  portrait  from.  The  mirror  silvei'ing  is  a 
trifle  worn  away  but  still  reflects  somewhat.  The  por- 
trait is  bright  and  the  glass  is  clear.  Bainbridge  wears 
the  uniform  of  a commodore.  Inscribed  around  William 
Bainbridge  Esqr.  of  the  United  States  Navy.  The  portrait 
resembles  the  likeness  on  the  black  transfer  ware  made 
in  England  for  the  American  market. 

Commodore  William  Bainbridge  (1774-1833)  was  com- 
missioned into  the  navy  in  1 798  as  a second  lieutenant.  Cap- 
tured by  the  French  in  September,  he  was  released  and  for 
good  services  made  captain  in  1800.  He  lost  his  command, 
the  U.S.S.  Philadelphia,  when  she  grounded  in  Tripoli  and 
left  naval  service  in  1805.  Recalled  to  the  colors  in  1810,  he 
was  made  commodore  and  came  to  command  U.S.S.  Consti- 
tution. His  victory  over  H.B.M.S.  Java  in  1812  brought  him 
worldwide  fame. 

294  U.S.S.  United  States  under  Stephen  Decatur, 
Esqr.  vs.  H.B.M.S.  Macedonian,  October  25,  1812. 

Round  full  color  lithograph  under  glass  in  a round  94.0 
mm  brass  frame.  J.NA.9,  related.  Paper  back,  three  pin 
retainers  through  frame,  original  suspension  loop  at  top. 
The  lithograph  shows  the  U.S.  frigate  United  States  fir- 
ing as  she  bears  into  His  Britannic  Majesty’s  frigate 
Macedonian,  whose  fore  and  main  tops  and  entire 
mizzenmast  have  been  shot  away.  She  has  some  steerage 
way  and  continues  firing  her  forward  starboard  guns 
into  United  States.  The  legend  at  the  bottom  of  the  pic- 
ture states  that  United  States  is  capturing  Macedonian.. 

On  October  25,  1812,  as  the  sun  rose  the  49-gun  H.B.M.S. 
Macedonian  sighted  a square  rigged  sailing  vessel  on  the 
northwest  horizon,  just  a few  day’s  sail  from  the  Canary 
Islands.  Finding  that  she  outsailed  the  54-gun  United 
States,  British  Captain  Carden  ordered  his  men  to  action 
stations  fully  expecting  to  defeat  his  foe  with  superior  sail- 
ing. The  American  frigate  United  States  fired  the  first 
broadside,  at  9:10  that  morning.  By  9:20,  just  ten  minutes 
later,  Macedonian’s  mizzenmast  was  shattered  and  her  gun- 
decks  were  weltering  in  the  blood  of  her  crewmen.  Survivors 
described  the  effect  of  the  fire  from  United  States  as  one  of 
hellish  horror,  “some  awfully  tremendous  thunderstorm 
whose  deafening  roar  is  attended  by  incessant  streaks  of 
lightning,  carrying  death  in  every  flash  and  strewing  the 
ground  with  victims  of  its  wrath."  By  10:45  Macedonian’s 
gun  crews  were  decimated  and  the  carnage  became  inde- 
scribable. Fire  from  Decatur’s  ship  was  so  intense,  and  his 
muzzle  flashes  so  frequent,  that  several  times  the  British 
thought  his  ship  was  on  fire.  Macedonian  found  herself 
unable  to  make  way,  and  U.S.S.  United  States  hove  to  and 
began  a relentless  cannonade  into  her  opponent.  By  11:00 
am  Macedonian  was  immobilized  and  only  her  crew’s 
courage  kept  her  firing  her  guns.  Captain  Carden’s  officers 
advised  him  to  lower  his  colors  and,  as  the  American  frigate 
crossed  under  her  stern  ready  to  rake  the  ship  with  a broad- 
side, the  Britisher  surrendered.  Macedonian  lost  104  men 
killed  and  wounded  from  a complement  of  297.  The  United 
States  lost  5 men  killed  and  seven  wounded;  her  hull  had 
been  struck  by  shot  just  three  times.

14, 
related.  The  round  box  is  black  and  apart  from  a few  tri- 
fling marks  is  very  sound.  Lawrence’s  portrait  is  burnt 
orange  in  color  and  was  probably  brighter  when  the  lac- 
quer was  fresh.  He  faces  three  quarters  to  the  left  and 
wears  the  uniform  of  a naval  captain.  The  portrait  is  a 
better  likeness  than  that  on  his  NA.14  medal,  which 
makes  him  look  fatter  than  he  was.  This  portrait  was 
very  popular  at  the  time  and  can  be  found  on  Stafford- 
shire and  Liverpool  creamware. 

Captain  James  Lawrence  (1781-1813)  entered  the  navy  as  a 
midshipman  in  1 798.  He  was  Stephen  Decatur’s  second  in 
command  during  the  raid  into  Tripoli  harbor  to  burn  U.S.S. 
Philadelphia,  lost  by  Commodore  Bainbridge.  His  victory  over 
H.B.M.S.  Peacock  while  master  commandant  in  U.S.S.  Hornet 
made  his  career.  In  command  of  U.S.S.  Chesapeake  he  sought 
out  H.B.M.S.  Shannon,  a more  seasoned  ship,  off  Boston  har- 
bor. In  an  action  lasting  15  minutes  Lawrence  lost  his  life  and 
his  command,  along  with  146  of  his  men  killed  and  wounded. 
His  dying  words,  “Don’t  Give  Up  the  Ship”  hardly  made  up 
for  the  loss  to  American  morale,  but  they  have  gone  down  in 
American  naval  history  as  a call  to  last  ditch  action.

During  operations  along  the  Mexican  coast,  U.S.S.  Somers 
was  detailed  to  assist  in  the  blockade  of  the  port  of  Vera  Cruz. 
On  December  10,  1846  Captain  Semmes  spied  a sail  to  the 
north  and  immediately  gave  chase.  On  finding  her  to  be  an 
American  vessel,  Semmes  wore  to,  whereupon  he  saw  another 
sail  to  his  south.  His  pursuit  of  the  second  ship  led  to  some 
close  sailing,  which  was  his  undoing,  because  U.S.S.  Somers 
was  known  to  be  a fast,  but  unsteady,  ship.  Caught  on  her 
beam  by  a sudden  gale,  U.S.S.  Somers  heeled  over  and  before 
the  yards  could  be  turned  she  capsized.  Longboats  from  the 
British,  Spanish,  and  French  warships  observing  the  war 
immediately  put  out,  but  39  American  seamen  were  lost.  Cap- 
tain Semmes  was  exonerated  of  a ny  blame.  Congress  voted  on 
March  3,  1847  to  award  rescuers  silver  medals.  The  space  on 
the  back,  underneath  the  waves,  was  for  inscribing  the  name 
of  the  recipient  (this  one  is  unawarded,  and  we  have  never 
actually  seen  one  with  a name  on  it).

After 
the  error  reverse  had  been  hardened  a few  copper,  sil- 
ver, and  a couple  of  gold  medals  were  struck.  When  the 
error  was  detected,  the  silver  and  gold  medals  were 
melted  and  most  of  the  coppers  were,  also.  Today,  the 
error  reverse  Somers  Medal  is  very  rare:  we  know  of 
only  four,  including  this,  the  Dreyfuss  piece,  one  in  the 
ANS,  and  the  Kessler-Spangenberger  medal  ex  Bush- 
nell.  Small  verdigris  spot  above  CRUZ.  Uncirculated 
and  choice,  with  semi-reflective  fields.

Isaac  Hopper  (1771-1852)  was  a Hicksite  Quaker  who  was 
an  early  worker  for  abolition,  as  well  as  other  humanitarian 
causes.  Moving  from  Philadelphia  to  New  York  later  in  life, 
his  outcry  against  slavery  was  so  vehement  (he  was  an  active 
supporter  of  the  underground  railroad  and  runaway  slaves) 
that  he  was  disallowed  by  his  Quaker  brethren.

Henry  Morris  Naglee  (1815-86)  had  a distinguished  mili- 
tary career  both  in  and  out  of  federal  service.  Prior  to  the 
Civil  War,  Naglee  fought  in  the  Mexican  War,  after  which  he 
came  to  California.  In  1849  he  opened  his  banking  house  in 
San  Francisco,  on  the  first  floor  of  the  old  Parker  House. 
When  Naglee’s  partner , Richard  Sinton,  resigned,  Naglee 
renamed  his  firm  Naglee  & Co.  and  when  the  Parker  House 
burned  down  in  1850  moved  his  business  to  the  corner  of 
Montgomery  and  Merchant  Streets.  Naglee’s  firm  made  gold 
ingots,  one  of  which,  the  u n ique  $100  bar,  survives,  today.

The  following  collection  of  16  award  medals  are  all 
named  to  the  same  firm,  R.  Heinisch  and  its  successor 
R.  Heinisch  & Sons.  It  is  not  only  unusual  to  find  so 
many  medals  all  named  thus,  but  also  to  find  so  many 
very  early  ones,  including  gold  specimens.  These 
medals  range  in  date  from  1834  to  1899  and  concen- 
trate in  the  New  York  and  Phildelphia  areas,  where 
the  firm  was  most  active.  They  include  specimens  of 
the  American  Institute  medal  designed  by  Furst,  who 
was  not  only  one  of  the  most  gifted  of  designers  active 
in  New  York  in  the  1820’s  and  early  30’s,  but  was  also 
a Mint  engraver  in  Philadelphia.  There  are  four  gold 
medals  in  this  group,  each  of  which  is  both  early  and 
at  least  very  scarce.

Life  saving  medals  were  presented  by  the  President  or  Congress  to  American  or  foreigners  who  saved  life  or 
attempted  to.  Different  types  of  medals  were  made  for  different  types  of  recipient.  All  awarded  life  saving  medals 
are  at  the  least  rare.

For  the  Rescue  of  the  Ill-Fated  Northern  Belle

Very  rare:  only  41  of  these  medals  were  issued  from 
1853  to  1879,  when  LS-3  replaced  the  type.  Evenly  toned  in  medium  silver  gray.  At  least  Extremely  Fine  and  arguably 
closer  to  an  About  Uncirculated  grade. 

The  story  of  the  rescue  of  the  Northern  Belle  is  one  of  extreme  heroism,  danger,  and  incredible  pluck.  She  was  an  American 
cargo  ship  that  foundered  in  high  seas  and  winds  off  Kingsgate  on  January  6,  1857.  Although  anchored  less  than  a mile  offshore, 
and  in  full  view  of  onlookers,  she  began  riding  very  heavily  and  took  on  water,  and  it  was  feared  that  she  would  break  her  anchors 
and  run  aground.  An  early  morning  attempt  at  rescue  by  a local  vessel  named  Victory  failed  when  the  rescuer  was  swamped  by  a 
wave  and  sank,  taking  with  her  her  entire  crew  of  a dozen,  or  more.  The  nearest  lifeboat  crew,  stationed  at  Broadstairs  about  two 
miles  distant,  was  alerted  but  because  the  seas  were  too  high  the  boat  was  put  on  wheels  and  dragged  across  hills  to  Kingsgate.  By 
the  time  evening  fell  on  January  5,  the  weather  had  turned  severe,  with  sleet  and  hail  now  falling,  and  the  lifeboat,  the  Mary 
White,  could  not  put  out  to  sea.  By  11:00  that  night  the  Northern  Belle  finally  broke  her  anchors  and  ran  onto  the  rocks,  where  she 
began  breaking  up.  When  the  sun  rose  on  the  6th,  horrified  onlookers  saw  23  of  the  Northern  Belle’s  crewmen  lashed  for  safety  to 
the  only  mast  left  standing  on  the  doomed  vessel.  The  Maty  White,  with  George  Emptage  and  his  brother  Edward  aboard,  put  out 
at  7:30  am  and  reached  the  Northern  Belle  after  a harrowing  passage.  She  rescued  7 crewmen.  A second  lifeboat,  the  Culmer 
White,  which  had  been  stationed  to  back  up  the  first,  managed  to  take  off  14  more.  Heedless  of  his  own  safety,  George  Emptage  had 
volunteered  to  join  her  crew.  She  returned  a few  hours  later  to  cany  away  the  last  two,  the  captain  and  his  pilot,  who  had  deter- 
mined to  go  down  with  their  ship  but  were  pursuaded  otherwise.  The  story  of  the  gallant  rescue  was  communicated  to  the  London 
Times,  where  it  caught  the  eye  of  the  U.S.  Consul  in  London.  He  described  the  rescue  to  the  State  Departmen  t,  which  advised  Pres- 
ident Franklin  Pierce,  who  ordered  that  LS.2  medals  be  given  to  the  crewmen  of  the  two  British  lifeboats.  George  Emptage,  the 
recipient  of  this  medal,  made  two  rescues  that  day.  In  addition  to  the  medal,  he  also  received  $150,  the  highest  amount  paid  to  any 
of  the  rescuers  of  the  Northern  Belle.

Six  Mexicans  were  given  awards  by  the  U.S.  government  for  this  day’s  work:  two  received  inscribed  silver  vases,  one  got  a 
gold  LS.3  plus  $20,  while  the  other  three  received  silver  LS.3’s  and  $20,  each.

Medals  issued  by 
the  society  are  found  in  different  sizes  and  types.  Julian  states,  based  upon  inventory  records,  that  the  society  s large  medals,  such 
as  this  one,  were  struck  at  the  U.S.  Mint  from  1880  to  1899.

Bancroft  Gherardi  (1832-1905)  was  commissioned  midshipman  in  the  U.S.  Navy  on  June  26,  1846,  promoted  Lieutenant  in 
1850.  He  commanded  the  double-ended  river  gunboat  “Port  Royal”  at  the  Battle  of  Mobile  Bay  in  1864.  Designed  with  rudders  at 
either  end  for  fast  reversal  of  direction  without  turning,  the  vessel  bore  two  10-inch  guns  fore  and  aft.  Gherardi  aided  in  engaging 
Fort  Morgan,  escaped  the  Confederate  ram  “Tennessee”  and  took  part  in  pursuing  the  rebel  gunboats.  Admiral  Farragut  com- 
mended Gherardi  for  his  conduct  during  this  pivotal  battle.  Gherardi  became  Commodore  in  1884,  Rear  Admiral  in  1887  and 
served  as  commander  of  the  North  Atlantic  Squadron  188901892.  His  son  and  namesake  became  Vice  President  of  American  Tele- 
phone and  Telegraph  in  1920,  continuing  the  family  tradition  of  leadership  in  communications.

The  cartwheel  shown  on  the  reverse  is 
depicted  at  the  size  of  a Silver  Dollar,  and  the  extra  size 
indicates  the  true  quantity  of  silver  necessary  to  equal 
the  value  of  a Gold  Dollar,  which  was  the  monetary 
standard  at  the  turn  of  the  century. 


UNITED  STATES  COUNTERFEIT 
COIN  DETECTOR  SCALES 

Some  of  the  more  fascinating  areas  of  exonumia  are 
the  many  and  varied  methods  devised  to  detect  coun- 
terfeit coins.  Merchants  needed  to  make  sure  that  they 
were  not  receiving  coins  of  improper  weight  or  size  as 
they  conducted  commerce.  Consequently,  a number  of 
ingenious  scales  were  devised  with  which  one  could 
quickly  determine  if  a coin  was  true  weight  and  size. 
Legitimate  coins  conformed  to  a uniform  thickness, 
diameter,  and  corresponding  weight.  These  scales 
measured  these  dimensions;  the  failure  to  conform  to 
any  one  of  which  indicated  a counterfeit  coin.  These 
scales  did  not  measure  numismatic  counterfeits,  only 
whether  or  not  the  proper  amount  of  silver  or  gold  was 
being  received.  Counterfeit  coin  detectors  date  from 
approximately  the  1850’s  until  the  late  19th  century. 
We  offer  here  three  examples  of  the  approximately  50 
different  types  know.  The  first  is  a commonly  found 
style.  The  second  is  a very  scarce  style.  The  third  is  a 
very  rare  style  which  combines  a counterfeit  coin 
detector  with  a postal  scale.

CANADIAN  FISCAL  PAPER  AND  EXONUMIA 


RARE  1759  MONTREAL  TREASURY  NOTE 
The  Actual  Circulating  Currency  of  French  Canada 

*499  1759  6 Livres  Treasury  Note  or  “Ordonnance”.  Serial  number  50153  dated  4 December,  1759.  Signed  [Fran- 

cois] Bigot,  Indendant  of  New  France.  Part  printed  form  in  nine  lines;  printed  place  of  issue,  Quebec,  crossed  out 
and  “Montreal”  written  above  in  a secretaiy’s  hand.  Fine,  hole  tape  repaired  on  back,  two  pinholes,  many  notarial  marks. 
15.7  x 10.2  cm.  Rare:  these  actively  circulated  and  few  remain  as  intact  as  this.  The  note  states,  in  French,  that  the  sum 
of  6 Livres  is  payable  out  of  the  royal  treasury,  with  the  approval  of  the  Treasurer  and  Controller,  by  the  following  Octo- 
ber. This  bill  was  issued  two  months  after  British  General  Wolfe  captured  Quebec,  forcing  the  French  administration  to 
remove  itself  to  Montreal. 

Treasury  Notes  such  as  this  were  issued  against  annual  appropriations  for  expenditures  allowed  for  Canada  by  the 
Minister  of  Marine  and  Colonies  in  France.  The  notes  were  issued  by  the  Intendant  in  Quebec  or  Montreal.  The  forms 
were  printed  in  Paris  and  shipped  to  Canada.  The  serial  number,  denomination,  and  issue  date  were  written  onto  the 
form  by  hand.  Allowable  denominations  included  Livres  1,000,  100,  96,  50,  48,  24,  12,  6,  and  3,  as  well  as  Sols  30  and  20. 
The  finished  note  was  then  signed  by  the  Intendant,  the  civil  governor  of  French  Canada. 

On  January  19,  1759  the  new  Minister  of  Marine  and  Colonies  Nicolas-Rene  Berryer  wrote  to  Intendant  Bigot  saying 
“You  will  see  by  the  printed  blanks  I transmit  to  you  this  year,  that  whatever  opinion  I may  have  of  this  new  and  danger- 
ous form. ..The  state  of  the  colony,  the  want  of  time  and  the  confidence  I must  place  in  you,  are  the  reasons  which  deter- 
mine me  thereto... I may  declare  to  you,  nevertheless,  that  this  practise  is  contrary  to  all  the  laws  of  the  Kingdom,  for,  by 
such  operation,  the  Intendant  alone  becomes,  without  being  expressly  authorized  thereto,  the  issuer  of  a money  which 
circulates  in  the  colony  without  the  King’s  permission,  and  you  must  be  aware  of  all  the  consequences  thereof.”  Berryer 
had  recently  been  chief  of  the  king’s  secret  police  and  was  a protege  of  Madame  de  Pompadour.  He  was  accustomed  to  a 
legal  rectitude  that  was  foreign  to  the  reality  of  Canada.  Shortt  concurs  with  an  opinion  of  Berryer  that  calls  him  “...hard, 
arrogant,  and  boorish.  Although  quite  ignorant,  he  was  nevertheless  quite  cocksure.” 

Despite  British  occupation , Bigot  continued  issuing  Treasury  Notes  through  1760.  On  October  15,  1759  the  crown  suspended 
payment  of  all  such  notes.  The  suspension  did  not  affect  notes  issued  in  1757  or  1758,  but  those  dated  1759  were  ordered  payable 
in  18  months.  This  was  an  additional  hardship  to  those  holding  1759  dated  notes.  The  holders  of  Treasury  Notes  were  paid  by  a 
complicated  and  typically  Gallic  method.  During  October  of  each  year,  the  Intendant  published  the  days  when  the  treasury  window 
would  be  open  for  redemptions.  Owners  of  Treasury  Notes  deposited  them  with  the  treasurer  and  received  in  exchange  a receipt  for 
their  value.  Anyone  who  was  tardy  and  missed  the  open  window  had  to  wait  until  the  following  October.  Some  time  later,  those 
who  had  receipts  from  the  treasurer  received  three  bills  of  exchange  from  him,  equalling  the  amount  in  livres  of  the  Treasury  Notes 
deposited.  These  bills  of  exchange  drawn  on  the  royal  treasury  were  payable  on  dates  one,  two,  and  three  years  in  the  future.  Trea- 
sury Notes,  therefore,  were  a form  of  government  bond  and  were  discounted  when  traded,  as  were  the  bills  of  exchange  that 
replaced  them.  Card  money,  on  the  other  hand,  was  payable  “on  demand”  by  the  crown  and  so  was  not  discounted  because  it  was 
immediately  convertible.  Adam  Shortt  noted  the  importance  and  fate  of  these  Treasury  Notes,  writing  “This  left  the  actual  circulat- 
ing medium  to  be  supplied  by  the  [Treasury]  notes  and  other  paper.  It  was  simply  the  excessive  issue  of  these  latter  beyond  all  ordi- 
nary currency  requirements,  coupled  with  its  deferred  redemption  in  the  shape  of  bills  of  exchange,  which  had  led  to  its 
depreciation  in  value,  especially  in  the  face  of  a scarcity  of  supplies  in  the  chief  markets.  ”

CANADIAN  FISCAL  PAPER  AND  EXONUMIA 


HUDSON’S  BAY  COMPANY  CURRENCY 

The  Hudson’s  Bay  Company  was  founded  in  1670  as  the  “Governor  and  Company  of  Adventurers  of  England  Trading 
into  Hudson’s  Bay”.  Chartered  by  Charles  II,  the  Company  was  given  a monopoly  on  all  trade  and  commerce,  as  well  as 
total  legal  and  legislative  powers,  over  all  the  lands  through  which  streams  and  rivers  flowed  into  Hudson's  Bay.  The 
first  settlements  were  made  in  Prince  Rupert’s  Land  on  James  Bay,  but  by  1749  the  Company  had  fewer  than  120  regular 
employees  and  just  a handful  of  trading  forts.  French  raids  further  weakened  the  Company,  but  when  Canada  was  taken 
by  the  British  and  ceded  in  1763,  the  Company’s  fortunes  began  to  rise. 

The  establishment  of  the  Northwest  Fur  Company  of  Montreal  soon  afterwards  led  to  a fierce,  bitter,  and  at  times  vio- 
lent rivalry  between  the  two  firms.  Both  competed  for  the  ever  dwindling  Indian  and  fur  trade,  pursuing  their  destinies 
ever  further  west  until  they  both  ran  into  Astor  and  the  Americans  in  Washington  state.  By  1821  both  companies  were  on 
the  brink  of  exhaustion  and  they  amalgamated  into  one.  The  Hudson’s  Bay  Company  obtained  successive  licenses  to  a 
monopoly  on  the  western  trade  from  1821  to  1859,  at  which  time  a further  license  was  denied.  Ten  years  later,  the  Compa- 
ny ceded  to  the  crown  all  the  exclusive  rights  it  held  by  virtue  of  its  1670  charter,  and  received  a payment  of  300,000 
pounds  sterling  for  its  rights  in  Prince  Rupert’s  Land. 

By  the  terms  of  the  1859  Deed  of  Surrender,  the  Company  retained  all  its  forts  and  trading  posts  along  with  land 
around  them,  as  well  as  the  right  to  claim  5%  of  all  Canadian  township  lands  established  anywhere  from  the  US  border 
in  the  south,  the  Rocky  Mountains  in  the  west,  the  northern  branch  of  the  Saskatchewan  River  in  the  north,  and  Lake 
Winnipeg  in  the  east. 

In  more  recent  times,  the  Hudson ’s  Bay  Company  operated  trading  posts  in  the  north  but  found  its  department  stores  in 
Montreal  and  Quebec  more  lucrative. 

The  several  lots  of  Hudson’s  Bay  Company  currency  notes  to  follow  are  similar,  in  the  way  they  were  payable,  to  the 
earlier  French  system  for  Canada.  Issued  notes  were  payable  in  London  in  sixty  days  sight  bills  of  exchange.  Accordingly, 
Hudson’s  Bay  Company  notes  were  discounted  when  they  circulated  in  Canada.  Unlike  the  French  experience,  however, 
there  was  much  tighter  control  over  the  issuance  of  these  notes.  The  annual  amount  to  be  underwritten  and  appropriate 
denominations  were  authorized  directly  by  the  board  of  the  Company  in  London.  Notes  were  printed,  serial  numbered, 
and  dated  there.  Beyond  the  ornamental  left  margin  of  each  note  was  an  area  where  the  note’s  denomination,  serial 
number,  and  date  were  again  written  down.  Notes  were  then  dispatched  to  the  Company’s  headquarters  at  York  Factory 
in  Prince  Rupert’s  Land.  As  they  were  needed,  the  notes  were  issued  at  York  Factory,  signed  and  dated  there  by  the  gover- 
nor. The  issued  note  was  cut  along  the  ornamental  margin,  leaving  a receipt  behind,  the  process  a reminder  of  the 
medieval  form  of  indenture  that  was  also  typical  of  some  colonial  American  notes.  Unissued  Hudson’s  Bay  Company 
notes  are  scarce.  Issued  notes  are  rare,  since  they  were  surrendered  in  lieu  of  bills  of  exchange  and  were  only  kept  as  long 
as  proof  of  redemption  was  prudent,  probably  no  longer  than  a year.  The  following  collection  is  the  largest  we  can 
remember  seeing  at  public  auction.

Fort  Garry  is  modern  day  Winnipeg,  the  capital  of  Manitoba  province.  The  first  fort  established  there,  Fort  Rouge  in  1 738,  was  aban- 
doned and  when  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company  and  the  Northwest  Company  reached  the  area,  they  each  built  their  own  trading  forts.  The 
HBC  fort  was  named  Fort  Douglas  while  the  Nor’westers  built  Fort  Gibraltar.  Some  dozen  years  after  the  two  companies  merged,  in 
1835,  Fort  Gibraltar  was  rebuilt  and  renamed  Fort  Garry.  It  became  the  nucleus  for  the  settlement  started  by  Lord  Selkirk  s Scottish  emi- 
grants who  had  arrived  starting  in  1812.  Winnipeg  was  incorporated  in  1873. 

William  Williams,  Governor  of  Prince  Rupert's  Land,  was  somewhat  arrogant  and  could  be  very  hardhearted  when  he  had  to  be.  In  his 
struggles  against  the  Nor’westers  he  was  ruthless  and  cunning.  In  one  episode,  during  the  spring  of  1818,  Williams  and  a band  of  fol- 
lowers described  as  “husky  bullies”  waylaid  John  Duncan  Campbell  and  Ben  Frobisher,  important  Nor  wester  Company  men.  and  their 
band,  on  the  Saskatchewan  River  a few  miles  from  its  outlet  in  Lake  Winnipeg.  This  was  an  area  Williams  considered  Hudson  s Bay

Company  territory.  Frobisher  resisted  and  was  knocked  unconscious  by  a gun  butt.  Campbell  demanded  to  know  by  what  right  W illiams 
rrested  him  , to  which  Williams  is  said  to  have  replied  “I  act  upon  the  charter  of  the  Hudson  s Bay  Company,  and  as  governor  and  mag- 
strate  in  these  territories,  l have  sufficient  authority  and  will  do  as  I think  proper.'  Campbell  and  Frosbisher  were  thrown  into  a

makeshift  jail,  where  other  Nor ’Westers  later  joined  them.  Nothing  was  done  for  Frobisher's  head  wound  and  after  making  his  escape,  he 
died  a few  miles  short  of  safety  in  a Northwest  Company  fort  near  Cedar  Lake.

The  Red  River  Settlement  was  originally  a semi-utopian  idea  for  an  independent  colony  of  Scotsmen  in  the  wilds  of  Manitoba.  Hatched 
by  Douglas  Thomas,  fifth  Earl  of  Selkirk,  Selkirk  married  wisely  and  through  his  union  managed  to  gain  overwhelming  influence  over 
Hudson's  Bay  Company.  Selkirk  persuaded  the  HBC  to  vote  him  control  over  116,000  square  miles  of  Canada,  incorporating  parts  of 
modern  Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  North  Dakota  and  Minnesota.  Here,  in  1812,  Selkirk  and  HBC  established  the  Red  River  Settlement, 
at  first  a poor  collection  of  22  men,  all  that  was  left  of  the  original  105  who  wintered  at  York  Factory.  Poor  as  it  was,  the  settlement  repre- 
sented a knife  aimed  at  the  heart  of  the  Northwest  Company,  for  Selkirk’s  lands  incorporated  several  Nor’wester  posts,  including  Fort 
Gibraltar.  Four  years  later,  in  1816,  HBC  governor  Semple  and  27  of  his  men  were  killed  in  a fight  with  the  Nor’westers  in  what  is 
known  as  the  Ba  ttle  of  Seven  Oaks.  Undeterred,  Selkirk  encouraged  immigration,  built  new  settlements,  and  in  1836  his  heirs  sold  their 
rights  to  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company.  Around  Fort  Garry  (actually.  Upper  and  Lower  Fort  Garry)  grew  a town  of  Scots,  French,  and 
mixed  race  settlers  fiercely  independent  and  unwilling  to  surrender  their  way  of  life. 

When  the  Hudson’s  Bay  Company  sold  its  charter  to  the  crown,  in  1869,  the  Red  River  Settlement  broke  into  rebellion.  Led  by  Louis 
Riel,  the  rebels  turned  away  the  new  governor  appointed  by  Ottawa  in  October,  captured  Fort  Garry  in  November,  and  declared  its  inde- 
pendence from  Canada.  A provisional  government  was  established  by  Louis  Riel,  who  was  named  president.  Attacks  by  local  English 
speaking  residents  were  beaten  off  and  the  rebels’  pluck  roused  considerable  sympathy  for  their  cause.  That  changed  in  March,  1870, 
when  Thomas  Scott,  an  Englishman,  was  hanged  after  a dubious  trial.  By  August,  Riel’s  rebels  faced  a force  of  British  regulars  under 
Garnet,  later  Lord  Wolseley.  Fort  Garry  fell  on  August  24.  Riel  escaped.  For  the  next  15  years  Riel’s  life  was  unsettled.  An  attempt  to 
resist  high-handed  official  ineptitude  on  behalf  of  his  people  led  to  another  rebellion,  which  this  time  the  Canadian  government  put  down 
harshly.  Riel  was  hanged  on  November  16,  1885  at  Regina.  He  did  not  give  his  executioners  the  satisfaction  of  his  fear  of  death,  but  met 
his  fate  bravely  on  the  scaffold.

The  Chief  Factor  was  the  equivalent  of  a chief  of  operations  in  a modern  corporation.  He  was  responsible  for  the  functioning  of  all  the 
other  factors  under  his  command,  the  men  who  ran  the  day  to  day  affairs  of  the  Company's  far  flung  posts.  In  addition  to  his  managerial 
duties,  the  Chief  Factor  was  responsible  for  conducting  the  all  important  ceremonial  functions  involved  in  trading  with  the  indigenous 
peoples.  He  was  the  representative  who  first  met  their  trading  parties,  inquired  after  their  families  health,  smoked  the  pipe,  and  led  them 
in  parade  to  the  feast  in  the  evening.  The  next  morning,  the  Chief  Factor  met  the  Indians  and  led  them  to  the  post  s trading  window, 
where  the  actual  business  of  exchange  was  conducted.  In  the.  case  of  disputes  over  the  value  of  furs  or  the  quality  of  the  goods  exchanged 
for  them,  the  Chief  Factor  would  act  as  an  arbiter.

In  1899  the  Hoepfner  Refining  Company  was 
formed  in  Hamilton,  Ontario  with  the  hopes  of 
exploiting  Carl  Hoepfner’s  patents  for  an  electrolytic 
refining  process  for  copper.  By  1900  the  company  had 
built  a plant  and  was  refining  Sudbury  ores.  Hans  A. 
Frasch  was  Hoepfner’s  plant  manager.  The  enterprise 
failed  to  get  off  the  ground  and  when  Hoepfner  died 
suddenly  on  a trip  to  Colorado,  Frasch  took  over. 
Frasch  is  said  to  have  invented  his  own  refining 
process  but  his  company  lasted  barely  as  long  as 
Hoepfner’s.  By  1902  it,  too,  was  out  of  business.  The 
Nickel  Copper  Company  of  Ontario  was  a sister  firm, 
created  to  own  and  operate  the  nickel  copper  mines 
that  would  supply  ore  to  the  refining  company.  A.T. 
Wood,  a member  of  parliament,  was  on  the  refining 
firm’s  board  of  directors.  Details  about  the  firms  and 
their  histories  can  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Royal 
Ontario  Nickel  Commission  (1917),  pp.  92-3.

November  28,  1779  From  Guy  Johnson  to  Iaguaio  a Chief  of  the  Cayuga

Titling  himself  “sole  Agent  and 
Superintendant”  of  the  Six  Nations,  Johnson  greets  Iaguaio,  remembers  his  appointment  as  a chief  of  the  Cayuga  on 
December  16,  1774,  and  recognizes  his  continuing  fidelity  to  the  British  cause  in  North  America  “during  the  present 
War.”  An  extremely  important  ephemeral  artifact  from  the  Revolutionary  War.  A testimonial  of  this  sort  could  hardly  be 
expected  to  have  survived  the  vicissitudes  of  more  than  two  centuries.  (SEE  COLOR  PLATE) 

Colonel  Guy  Johnson  (1740-88)  was  Sir  William  Johnson’s  nephew.  He  arrived  in  Boston  in  1756  and  six  years  later  he  was 
appointed  to  he  his  uncle’s  deputy  superintendant  of  Indians.  Guy  was  described  as  haughty  and  not  well  suited  for  hard  work. 
He,  himself,  described  his  situation  at  Fort  Johnson  as  disagreeable,  since  he  had  no  one  with  whom  he  could  carry  on  a jovial 
conversation.  When  his  uncle  died,  in  July,  1774,  Guy  Johnson  succeeded  him  as  Superintendent  of  Indians  in  the  north.  On 
assuming  office,  the  Iroquois  named  him  Uraghquadirha,  meaning  “the  sun’s  rays  that  illuminate  the  earth.  ” It  is  in  this  capacity 
that  he  signed  the  testimonial,  above. 

The  Cayuga  people  were  one  of  the  five  deliberative  nations  of  the  Iroquois  Confederacy  or  League  of  Six  Nations  (the  Tuscaroras 
were  allowed  into  the  League  in  1702  but  as  very  junior,  “non-voting,”  members).  With  the  Oneidas,  the  Cayugas  sat  opposite  the 
council  fire  from  the  Mohawk  and  Senecas,  who  enjoyed  senior  prestige  in  council.  The  Cayugas  were  located  east  of  Cayuga  Lake 
in  upstate  New  York,  along  the  Great  Seneca  River.  To  their  east  were  the  Onondagas,  while  to  their  west  were  the  Senecas. 

In  the  winter  of  1 779,  when  Johnson  gave  this  certificate  to  Iaguaio,  the  Iroquois  League  had  suffered  severely  at  the  hands  of 
punitive  American  expeditions  under  generals  Sullivan  and  Clinton.  The  combined  American  armies  burned  40  villages  and  took 
nearly  200,000  bushels  of  corn  laid  up  for  the  winter.  When  they  left  the  Seneca’s  lands  in  September,  1779,  after  having  defeated 
an  army  of  Tories  and  Joseph  Brant  ’s  Indians  at  Newtown,  Pennsylvania,  the  more  northerly  contingents  of  Iroquoia  were  left 
wondering  whose  lands  would  be  next.  A raid  from  Pittsburgh  by  American  Colonel  Brodhead  seemed  to  say  that  no  one  was  safe. 
Johnson  s certificate  to  Iaguaio  was  clearly  intended  to  win  support  from  the  Cayugas  for  a renewed  offensive  against  the  rebel 
Americans.  Accordingly,  the  Iroquois  sided  thenceforth  with  the  British.  In  the  spring  of  1 780,  with  assistance  from  Guy  Johnson, 
Joseph  Brant  and  Butler’s  Rangers  descended  on  Pennsylvania’s  Mohawk  and  Schoharie  Valleys,  killing  and  burning  in  a cam- 
paign of  deliberate  terror  whose  memory  of  frighfulness  still  survives,  today. 
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GUY  JOHNSON  ADDRESSES  THE  SEX  NATIONS 
March  28,  1780  Handwritten  Draft  With  Emendations

your  Conveniency.  Having  been  for  these  several  month  past  Occupied  in  holding  Conferences  on  Various  Subjects  with 
you,  In  fitting  out  large  partys  for  War  and  in  providing  for  and  relieving  the  Wants  of  your  people  which  have  been 
so  much  increased  by  your  late  Losses....”  He  goes  on  to  assure  his  hearers  of  the  King’s  good  grace  toward  them  and  his 
concern  for  encroachments  on  their  lands.  As  his 
speech  continues,  he  offers  gifts  described  minutely 
in  the  document  (eg. : “A  Great  Black  belt  of  16 
Rows,  with  an  axe  at  one  end  and  the  Letters  G.I. 
at  the  other”).  Johnson  recalls  his  long  relationship 
with  the  Iroquois  by  saying  “I  first  gave  you  an 
Hatchet  at  Ontario  in  July  1775  to  take  care 
and  keep  the  Communications  open,  the  next 
month  I gave  a sharper  and  more  ample  one  to  you 
and  your  Confederates  at  Montreal.”  Johnson 
states  “This,  Brothers,  is  my  Road  belt  given  by 
Major  Butler  in  my  absence.. .1  am  well  pleased 
with  what  Major  Butler  did  thereupon....”  He 
concludes  by  saying  “...I  with  this  Great  Axe  Belt 
do  renew  & enlarge  and  Sharpen  the  Same  so  that 
it  may  Reach  far  and  Cut  deep  & ...that  nothing 
may  venture  to  interrupt  us  without  feeling  its 
edge.” 

When  Guy  Johnson  delivered  this  speech,  in  March, 

1780,  the  cause  of  American  Independence  still  hung 
in  the  balance,  with  the  pans  shifting  weight  toward 
the  British  side.  The  Carolinas  had  been  taken  by 
British  General  Clinton,  New  York  was  British,  and 
Savannah  had  resisted  a combined  French  and  Ameri- 
can assault.  If  the  Iroquois  Confederacy  could  be  per- 
suaded to  absorb  its  terrible  losses  of  the  winter  of 
1 779-80  and  renew  its  war  parties  in  the  spring,  then 
American  troops  would  be  tied  down  in  western  fron- 
tier actions  and  could  not  aid  their  cause  in  the  east. 

Johnson’s  several  references  to  Major  Butler,  of  But- 
ler’s Rangers,  is  evidence  of  the  importance  Johnson’s 
masters  placed  in  his  Indian  and  Tory  irregulars. 

Johnson’s  speech  was  effective,  for  it  helped  inspire  the 
Mohawk  and  Schoharie  Valley  massacres  that  fol- 
lowed in  the  spring.  A year  and  a half  later,  Butler, 
who  was  also  responsible  for  the  earlier  Cherry  Valley 
Massacre,  was  shot  by  an  Oneida  who  then  toma- 
hawked him  and  left  his  body  for  the  dogs.

She 
put  to  sea  on  her  maiden  voyage  later  that  year.  The  U.S.S.  Constitution  was  a 44-gun  frigate,  carrying  30  24-pounders  and  14  12- 
pounders  as  her  main  armament  when  she  was  first  launched.  She  saw  combat  service  under  Captain  Preble  on  August  3,  1804 
before  Tripoli,  supporting  with  her  cannonades  the  American  gunboats  sent  to  destroy  Tripolitan  corsairs  in  the  city  s harbor.

The  receipt’s  date  follows  by  just  18  days  the  one  offered  before  it,  and  it  may  refer  to  a flag  for  the  U.S.S.  Constitution.  The  ship’s  flag 
had  already  occasioned  some  historic  exchange.  Rear  Admiral  George  Preble  recounted  that  on  the  morning  she  was  to  be  launched  Cap- 
tain Nicholson,  who  was  in  charge  of  building  the  ship,  left  the  shipyard  to  have  breakfast.  He  gave  firm  orders  that  Constitution’s  first 
national  flag  was  not  to  be  raised  by  anyone  except  himself,  and  that  the  ceremony  should  await  his  return.  While  he  was  gone  two  ship- 
yard workers,  one  named  Samuel  Bentley  and  the  other  a man  known  as  Harris,  bent  on  and  hoisted  the  national  ensign.  Needless  to 
say,  on  his  return  to  the  shipyard  Captain  Nicholson  was  exceedingly  angry  and  his  language  made  such  an  impression  that  it  was  still 
remembered  seventy  five  years  later.

Signed  by 
Ledbe  as  the  company’s  registered  agent.  The  receipt  or  share  certificate,  since  that  is  what  it  amounts  to,  entitles  Cap- 
tain Little  to  either  a $3  share  or  a proportionate  value  of  land  in  the  company.  The  value  of  the  share  was  backed  by  the 
grant  from  George  III  received  by  Major  General  Phineas  Lyman.  No  endorsements  on  back. 


The  Company  of  Military  Adventurers  was  established  by  Major  General  Phineas  Lyman  to  populate  the  grant  of  land  he  had 
receive  from  the  crown  after  the  failed  expedition  to  Havana  in  1 762.  The  grant  was  meant  to  provide  land  for  colonies  of  soldiers 
discharged  from  service  after  the  French  and  Indian  War.  The  grant  was  enormous,  comprising  some  20.000  square  miles.  It 
began  in  the  south  and  west  just  above  Vicksburg,  Mississippi  and  the  mouth  of  the  Yazoo.  It  included  the  sites  of  present  day 
Ctarksdale,  Mississippi  m the  north  and  Birmingham  and  Montgomery,  Alabama  in.  the  east.  Its  eastern  boundary  ran  into  Geor- 
gias claims  in  the  west.  Israel  Putnam  and  his  cousin  Rufus,  both  experienced  military  men  with  further  careers  ahead  of  them, 
explored  the  area  of  the  grants  in  1 772-3.  Shares  were  sold  and  some  settlers  may  have  made  their  way  south  to  the  grants,  but  the 
proximity  of  the  Spanish  who  also  claimed  the  area,  the  unsettled  frontier,  and  the  Revolutionary  War  which  started  barely  a 
decade  later  doomed  the  experiment  to  failure. 

Major  General  Phineas  Lyman  (1715-74)  graduated  from  Yale  in  1738  and  tutored  there  until  1742.  During  the  French  and 
Indian  War  he  commanded  Connecticut’s  militia,  was  second  in  command  of  the  Lake  George  expedition  1755,  fought  at  Crown 

Point  Ticonderoga,  and  Montreal,  and  led  the  failed  attempt  on  Havana  in  1762.  He  died  in  Natchez,  Mississippi  near  to  his 
grants  in  1 774.

Ransom’s  Brigade  Descends  on  Natchez

home  to  his  parents.  Graham  writes  in  part  “i  must  tell  you  about  Vicksburg  it  is  the  awfulest  place  that  ever  eyes  beheld 
the  hills  and  ravines  are  all  covered  with  graves  fore  miles  along  the  brestworks  it  apears  like  one  large  graveyard,  while 
the  seig  lasted  the  rebles  said  themselves  that  we  slaugtered  them  at  the  rate  One  hundred  and  fifty  a day.  when  one  of 
their  men  put  their  heads  above  the  works  there  was  more  than  a dozen  bullets  put  through  it.  this  was  the  awfulest 
place  that  ever  man  beheld  you  could  here  nothing  but  the  sharp  crack  of  rifels  and  the  thundering  of  cannon  it  was 
awful  i will  never  forget  it.  they  had  not  time  to  bury  their  men,  they  stuck  it  out  as  long  as  possible  but  on  the  4 of  July 
they  surrendered  and  it  was  luckey  fore  them  that  they  did  fore  we  had  all  their  principle  forts  underminded  and  redy  to 
blow....” 

Andrew  Graham  served  with  the  Headquarters  Company  of  the  72nd  Pennsylvania  Regiment  of  Volunteers,  2nd  Brigade,  6th 
Division,  17th  Corps  of  the  Army  of  the  Tennessee  under  Brigadier  General  United  States  Volunteers  Thomas  E.G.  Ransom  (1834- 
64).  Grant  mentioned  the  cavalry  chase  along  the  Mississippi  in  chapter  39  of  his  memoirs,  writing  “I  also  detached  a brigade 
under  Ransom  to  Natchez,  to  garrison  that  place  permanently.  This  latter  move  was  quite  fortunate  as  to  the  time  when  Ransom 
arrived  there.  The  enemy  happened  to  have  a large  number,  about  5,000  head,  of  beef  cattle  there  on  the  way  from  Texas  to  feed  the 
Eastern  armies,  and  also  a large  amount  of  munitions  of  war  which  had  probably  come  through  Texas  from  the  Rio  Grande  and 
which  were  on  the  way  to  Lee’s  and  other  armies  in  the  East.  ” 

Vicksburg  was  invested  by  General  McClernand’s  two  corps  and  Admiral  Potter’s  flotilla  on  January  9,  1863.  The  city  was  held 
by  only  3,000  CSA  effectives,  under  the  overall  command  of  General  Churchill.  On  May  18,  General  Grant , with  three  corps,  took 
command  of  federal  forces  arrayed  against  the  city.  CSA  General  Pemberton  successfully  withstood  federal  fron  tal  attacks  in  late 
May.  Grant  began  formal  siege  operations  following  the  bloody  repulse  of  May  22.  The  city  resisted  for  nearly  three  more  months 
under  conditions  that  beggar  the  mind.  Pemberton  was  forced  to  surrender  on  July  4,  handing  over  31,000  troops  and  172  pieces 
of  artillery.  The  federals  had  lost  nearly  10,000  killed  and  wounded  since  Grant  took  command.  The  loss  to  the  Confederacy  was 
most  severe,  for  with  Vicksburg  fallen  the  South  was  split  in  two  and  the  Mississippi  River  became  a dagger  driven  into  the  heart 
of  the  Old  South.  Independence  Day,  July  4,  was  not  celebrated  at  Vicksburg  again  until  1945.

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UNITED  STATES  OBSOLETE  PAPER  MONEY 
A HIGHLY  IMPORTANT  COLLECTION  OF 
EARLY  AMERICAN  PROOF  NOTES 

Preserved  in  The  Abner  Reed  & Maverick,  Leney  & Rollinson  Archives 

There  are  few  names  in  early  American  bank  note  engraving  that  are  more  important  than  those  of  Abner  Reed 
of  Connecticut  or  the  New  York  City  firm  of  Peter  Maverick,  William  Leney,  and  William  Rollinson.  A master 
engraver,  himself,  Reed’s  apprentices  influenced  the  course  of  engraving  in  Ohio  and  New  York.  Peter  Maverick’s 
son,  his  four  daughters,  his  two  brothers,  and  two  of  his  nephews  all  became  well  known  engravers  at  their 
father’s  side.  William  Leney  left  success  in  New  York  City  to  emigrate  to  Montreal,  where  he  engraved  the  first 
notes  of  the  Bank  of  Montreal.  William  Rollinson  chased  the  silver  buttons  on  George  Washington’s  inaugural  suit 
and  sired  a family  of  engravers  who  were  active  into  the  early  1900’s. 

The  origins  of  this  archive  of  early  American  Proof  notes  are  obscure.  They  probably  trace  their  way  back  to  New 
York  City  in  the  late  1840’s,  however.  Reed  moved  there  in  1847  and  stayed  until  1851.  Some  of  the  Proofs  to  follow 
were  probably  in  his  possession  at  that  time  and  were  sold  before  he  left  for  Ohio  at  the  age  of  80.  Leney  had  left  the 
city  long  before,  in  1820,  but  Maverick  died  in  New  York  City  in  1831  and  Rollinson  followed  11  years  later.  With  the 
three  principals  of  this  firm  all  dead  by  1842,  if  the  firm’s  archive  came  up  for  sale  it  did  so  within  five  years  of 
Reed’s  arrival  in  New  York  City.  It  appears  likely  to  us  that  one  collector,  active  in  New  York  City  in  the  late  1840’s 
or  early  1850’s,  obtained  both  the  Reed  and  Maverick,  Leney,  & Rollinson  archives  about  the  same  time.  He  combined 
the  two,  and  the  archive  was  carefully  passed  down  from  collector  to  collector  in  New  York  City  since  that  time. 

The  Abner  Reed  firm  and  its  successor  Reed  & Stiles,  were  responsible  for  some  of  the  notes  to  follow  from  New 
Jersey  and  New  York  City  banks;  most  of  those  from  Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  New  York  State,  and  Rhode 
Island  banks;  and  for  all  of  those  from  New  Hampshire  and  Ohio  banks.  The  Maverick,  Leney  & Rollinson  and 
variant  firms  were  responsible  for  some  of  the  notes  to  follow  from  Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  and  New  York 
State  banks;  most  of  those  from  New  Jersey  and  New  York  City  banks;  and  for  all  of  those  from  District  of  Colum- 
bia and  North  Carolina  banks. 

The  archive  to  follow  includes  the  finest  offering  of  early  (i.e.,  before  about  1824,  when  the  Reed  & Stiles  partner- 
ship was  dissolved)  Proof  U.S.  obsolete  notes  to  cross  the  auction  block.  None  of  them  have  ever  been  offered  pub- 
licly before.  Since  none  of  the  principals  in  the  banknote  engraving  firms  represented  here  went  on  to  join  the 
American  Bank  Note  Company,  none  of  these  notes  have  appeared  in  sales  of  ABNCo.  material.  These  notes  are  all 
Uncirculated  Proofs,  since  they  were  never  meant  to  pass  from  hand  to  hand,  and  this  “grade”  can  be  assumed  in 
the  descriptions  to  follow.  Wherever  necessary,  we  have  indicated  notes  that  either  exceed  or  do  not  quite  come  up 
to  that  grade.  All  the  notes  to  follow  have  been  professionally  deacidified.  Some  few  notes  retain  evidence  on  the 
back  of  the  potato  starch  glue  that  originally  held  them  in  the  archive  books;  there  are  not  many  of  these,  however. 

A note  on  paper  types.  We  have  been  careful  to  indicate  in  our  descriptions  the  different  sorts  of  papers  used  by 
the  engraving  firms  represented  in  this  archive.  Paper  types  are  characteristic  of  different  printers  and  can  even 
be  used  to  help  identify  an  engraving  firm.  Leney  & Rollinson  used  white  laid  paper  close  in  thickness  to  later 
India  papers;  these  Proofs  are  much  brighter  and  more  sharply  printed  than  Reed  Proofs.  The  Maverick,  Leney  & 
Rollinson  proofs  often  have  sharp  engraved  borders  made  possible  by  the  engraving  machine  invented  by  Rollinson 
in  1812.  These  engraved  ends  have  almost  a “holographic”  effect  when  tilted  in  the  light  and  must  have  been  very 
difficult  to  duplicate  by  counterfeiters. 

Reed  used  laid  papers  of  many  different  qualities  and,  in  some  cases,  colors.  Unless  otherwise  specified,  Reed’s 
Proofs  are  on  white  laid  paper.  Much  of  Reed’s  paper  had  its  origin  in  China  and  several  of  his  notes  to  follow 
have  paper  with  Chinese  characters  still  present  on  them.  On  a few  notes  are  the  back  stamps  from  what  may  have 
been  the  original  exporter  of  the  paper. 

The  notes  to  follow  feature  vignette  types  with  a wonderful  mixture  of  themes.  Naturally,  notes  engraved  from 
1814  to  1824  will  feature  War  of  1812  battle  scenes  and  patriotic  representations  of  Victory,  Liberty,  and  so  on,  as 
well  as  some  slogans.  The  custom  made  vignettes  for  a few  of  the  New  York  City  banknotes  are  quite  special. 
Vignettes  of  early  cotton  industry  machinery  are  particularly  important  since  they  may  be  among  the  earliest 
printed  portrayals  of  such  devices. 

Many  of  these  Proofs  are  Unique  or  at  least  extremely  rare,  with  just  three  or  four  known.  Most  of  the  notes  to 
follow  will  be  found  to  be  plate  notes  in  Haxby.  It  is  often  the  case  that  issued  examples  of  the  notes  are  completely 
unavailable  since  certain  types  were  counterfeited  rapidly,  sometimes  with  the  counterfeited  notes  in  circulation 
even  before  the  banks  could  issue  the  genuine  ones.  The  Leney  Proofs  are  particularly  nice  and  the  Reed  Proofs  are 
mainly  the  rare  denominations  and  series  as  well  as  the  early  1800  era  notes.

It  is 
likely  that  this  Company  had  no  such  office  and  that  this 
was  purely  “lip  service”  to  make  their  notes  more  acceptable 
in  local  commercial  channels.  Issued  notes  from  this  compa- 
ny are  quite  common,  but  these  are  the  first  proofs  we  have 
seen.

This  is  one  of  the  most  unusual  1837  Hard  Times 
era  notes  we  have  ever  seen.  Missing  from  all  major 
offerings  of  such  notes,  especially  the  Leidman  collec- 
tion, we  think  this  may  be  unique.  Other  denomina- 
tions possibly  exist  since  generally  sheets  from  Manly 
& Orr  were  six  subjects  with  at  least  three  different, 
denominations. 

This  note  is  unusual  in  that  it  not  only  evokes  the 
suspension  of  specie  payments  by  the  Bank  of  the 
United  States,  but  also  the  period  of  naval  battles 
against  the  Barbary  Pirates  several  years  before.  Prior 
to  the  illustrious  battles  fought  by  U.S.S.  Constitu- 
tion, Constellation,  Congress  and  others,  the 
young  Republic  paid  expensive  tribute  to  these  pirates. 
Perhaps,  the  satirical  intent  is  to  compare  the  tribute 
paid  to  the  pirates  with  the  actions  of  the  U.S.  govern- 
ment in  suspending  specie  payments. 

An  important  note  for  the  historically  minded  spe- 
cialist. We  would  not  be  surprised  by  a strong  four  fig- 
ure price  realized.

This  important  set  includes  the  3 Kaneta,  Hapaumi,  Hapawalu,  Hapaha,  Hapalua,  and  Hookahi 
Dala.  Complete  denomination  set  as  listed  in  Medcalf  & Russell’s  standard  catalog  as  PE-10  to  PE-15.  Well  engraved 
from  copper  plates  with  unusual  local  vignettes  including  a map  of  the  Hawaiian  Islands  on  the  Dala.  A superb  and  his- 
torical set  with  great  eye  appeal.  The  Hapaumi  has  a surface  bald  spot.  The  3 Kaneta.  Hapalua.  Hapaha,  and  Hookahi 
Dala  have  petty  worm  holes  (catalogued  previously  as  “drill  holes”  in  previous  auction  offerings).  The  overall  condition  of 
the  set  should  be  regarded  as  Extremely  Fine.  Of  great  importance  and  destined  to  be  a centerpiece  of  the  next  collection 
it  graces. 

This  extraordinary  set  was  last  offered  publicly  as  Lot  5883  of  the  1986  ANA  Auction  (Kagin’s).  Two  sets  were  also  offered  in 
Bowers  & Merena’s  Kosoff  sale  in  1985.  These  also  had  the  so  called  “drill  holes”  mentioned  above. 

The  note  denominations  roughly  correspond  to  3 Cents , a Sixteenth,  an  Eighth,  Quarter,  Half  and  Dollar  in  American  money. 
The  American  missionaries  on  Maui  found  themselves  short  of  circulating  change  and  created  this  interestingly  engraved  scrip 
note  issue.  Initially  228  sheets  were  printed  from  copper  plates  on  thin  paper  for  a total  emission  of  approximately  $450.  The  notes 
were  then  to  be  mounted  on  cardboard  to  facilitate  wear  and  ease  of  circulation,  and  then  cut  out  and  used  as  needed.  They  also 
can  be  considered  in  the  classification  of  cardboard  “chits”  or  tokens. 

These  notes  are  actually  “second"  issue  notes.  After  the  discovery  of  surreptitiously  printed  notes  from  the  original  plates,  the 
initial  issue  was  withdrawn  and  replaced.  The  original  plates  were  altered  with  “secret  marks”  to  distinguish  them  from  the  first 
notes  printed  and  then  reprinted  without  authorization.  Although  a sheet  of  original  notes  is  known  (not  mounted  on  cardboard), 
no  circulated  notes  from  the  first  issue  are  known. 

The  “secret  marks”  are  most  noticeable  on  the  larger  size  notes.  The  Dala  has  an  extra  vertical  line  next  to  the  flagpole,  the 
Hapalua  has  a short  diagonal  hash  at  the  lower  right  corner,  and  each  of  the  other  four  notes  have  a well  concealed  extra  dash  or 
hash  line  to  distinguish  it  from  the  first  issue  notes.

Although  uniface  face  and  back  proofs  appeared  in  the  American  Banknote  Company  auctions  several  years  ago,  it  does  not 
diminish  the  importance  of  this  great  and  perhaps  UNIQUE  rarity.  When  this  note  was  last  publicly  sold  at  the  NASCA  1983 
Affleck  auction  (lot  930),  the  only  other  uncancelled  gold  certificate  known  was  a partial  $20.00  note  held  in  a private  collection. 
That  specimen  is  mentioned  in  Medcalf  and  Russell’s  standard  catalogue. 

According  to  information  in  Medcalf  and  Russell,  only  $140.00  in  Series  B Gold  Certificates  were  outstanding  as  of  1916.  This 
would  make  sense  since  the  notes  ceased  to  be  redeemable  on  January  1,  1905.  No  mention  is  made  of  any  outstanding  $5.00  notes, 
only  two  $20.00  notes  and  a $100.00  denomination.  The  obligation  at  center  notes  are  payable  in  Gold  Coin  which  of  course  would 
be  United  States  gold  coins  since  Hawaii  issued  no  gold  coins  except  for  the  pattern  issues. 

A superb  note,  off  the  market  since  1983,  which  is  certain  to  attract  the  attention  of  serious  Hawaiian  and  United  States  curren- 
cy specialists.  One  of  the  great  highlights  of  this  “Americana”  sale.

CHOCTAW  NATION  ISSUES  FROM 
THE  CONFEDERATE  ERA

907  Choctaw  Treasury  Warrant.  $1.00.  Armstrong 
Academy.  Reissued  note,  March,  1865.  Printed  on 
green  paper.  Burgett-2.  A choice  specimen,  Very 
Fine  to  Extremely  Fine.  Endorsed  at  the  left  face 
as  usual  and  signed  by  the  National  Secretary  of 
the  Nation.  A rare  and  historical  issue. 

These  notes,  issued  in  the  amount  of  $25,000  total 
and  payable  in  one,  two  or  three  years,  were  to  raise 
funds  to  aid  the  destitute,  sick  and  crippled  members 
of  the  Nation.  Interestingly,  in  1861,  the  Choctaw 
were  negotiating  with  the  Confederacy  while  simulta- 
neously having  representatives  in  Washington  to  col- 
lect $500,000  in  funds  due  to  them  from  the  Federal 
government.  In  July,  1861,  the  Choctaw  signed  a 
treaty  with  the  Confederacy  and  were  soon  using  Con- 
federate money,  which  was  used  to  back  the  initial 
issue.  These  reissued  notes  came  about  with  the 
collapse  of  the  Confederacy  and  were  necessary  for  use 
until  the  new  cotton  crops  could  be  harvested  and 
sold.  These  notes,  as  such,  have  traditionally  been 
collected  as  related  items  to  the  Confederate  currency 
series. 

*908  Choctaw  Auditors  Warrant.  $407.00  (hand- 
written). Choctaw  City.  1864.  Printed  on  brown 
paper.  No.  165.  Nearly  Extremely  Fine  with  a few 
pinholes.  Endorsed  “Paid”  lightly  across  the  face. 
Another  rare  issue. 

After  the  Choctaw’s  signed  their  treaty,  they 
remained  loyal  to  the  Confederacy  until  the  end  of  the 
war.  Their  warriors  fought  in  battles  in  the  Territory, 
Arkansas,  and  Missouri,  mostly  under  General  D.H. 
Cooper.  These  Indian  soldiers  (many  were  also  from 
other  tribes)  finally  surrendered  in  June,  1865.

The 
photographic  sheet  is  neatly  mounted  on  the  origi- 
nal broadside  published  by  American  Photograph- 
ic Co.,  Bridgeport,  Connecticut  with  permission  of 
the  Hon.  H.  McCulloch,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury. 
The  verso  has  copies  of  the  original  Treasury  cor- 
respondence. Extremely  Fine,  a crease  in  the  bot- 
tom center  is  not  readily  noticeable.

Naramore  photographic  images  are  fairly  common 
on  the  single  cards  they  published.

A GROUP  OF  COB  TWO  ESCUDOS  FROM  THE  MINT  OF  SANTA  FE  DE  BOGOTA 

By  the  royal  decree  of  April,  1620,  Felipe  III  authorized  one  Captain  Alonso  Turrillo  de  Yebra  to  establish  a pri- 
vate minting  enterprise  in  the  region  of  Nuevo  Reino  de  Granada.  Thus  Nuevo  Reino  became  the  first  New  World 
mint  to  produce  gold  coins,  largely  restricted  to  Escudos  and  Two  Escudos  for  the  first  century  or  so.  Its  main  oper- 
ations were  centered  at  Santa  Fe  de  Bogota,  with  a branch  mint  at  the  port  of  Cartagena.

Despite  her  size  and  military  might  on  the  Continent,  France  was  not  a country  with  limitless  resources.  Her 
overseas  colonies  were  expected  to  pay  for  themselves  while  at  the  same  time  enriching  the  homeland.  French 
Canada  never  occupied  the  minds  of  His  Most  Christian  Majesty’s  ministers  in  Versailles  unless  it  were  threatened 
with  attack  by  the  British.  If  peace  were  the  rule,  then  internal  affairs  in  Canada  were  left  to  local  authorities. 

In  matters  of  coinage  and  finance,  Canada  was  largely  on  her  own.  What  coin  France  did  ship  to  the  country 
was  base,  overvalued,  or  discredited  at  home.  The  motherland  never  struck  a silver  coin  specifically  for  Canada. 
The  highest  authorities  in  Quebec  and  Montreal  were  provided  with  a treasury  of  silver  coins,  but  these  were  nei- 
ther adequate  in  quantity  nor  available  for  anything  other  than  affairs  of  state.  The  habitants,  the  average  men 
and  small  shopkeepers,  were  chronically  coin  poor.  The  armed  forces,  particularly  the  homeland  regiments  sta- 
tioned in  Canada  during  times  of  trouble,  were  as  short  changed  as  those  they  were  there  to  protect. 

Local  expedients  were  adopted  to  pay  the  most  pressing  military  expenses,  such  as  the  payroll.  These  took  the 
form  of  promissory  notes  issued  by  the  authority  of  the  governor.  Given  the  shortage  of  writing  paper  stock,  these 
notes  were  written  on  the  backs  of  the  one  source  of  paper  that  was  in  good  supply  in  Canada,  playing  cards.  This 
playing  card  money  was  disowned  by  Versailles  but  was  allowed  nonetheless  since  there  was  nothing  with  which  it 
could  be  replaced. 

No  one  can  live  on  promises  for  long  and  the  Canadian  regiments  were  no  exception.  Rumblings  of  mutiny  and  a 
really  desperate  situation  finally  forced  Versailles  to  take  serious  action  to  relieve  the  money  supply  in  Canada. 
The  King’s  ship  Le  Chameau,  a 48-gun  flutte  or  armed  transport  ship,  was  ordered  to  Rochefort  on  the  west  coast 
of  France.  She  was  loaded  with  foodstuffs  and  munitions  for  the  troops.  More  importantly,  she  received  82,020 
Livres  tournois  of  French  Gold  and  Silver  coins  destined  for  Canadian  coffers.  These  coins  would  redeem  the  card 
money,  pay  the  troops,  and  avert  mutiny. 

Le  Chameau  sailed  from  Rochefort  on  a summer  tide  early  in  July,  1725.  Along  with  her  crew  she  carried  100 
new  recruits  for  the  army  in  Canada  and  the  province’s  new  Governor  and  Intendant.  The  Atlantic  crossing  was 
uneventful  and  their  pilot’s  navigation  was  excellent.  They  sighted  Cape  Breton  Island  late  in  the  evening  of 
August  25  and  set  course  for  their  first  landfall.  Fortress  Louisbourg,  just  13  miles  away.  The  pilot  ordered  the 
ship  to  sail  further  off  shore,  to  clear  submerged  rocks  and  reefs  charted  nearby,  but  before  her  sails  could  be  set 
and  the  ship  turned,  the  wind  drove  Le  Chameau  onto  a rock.  She  stove  in  her  sides  on  what  is  now  called  Le 
Chameau  Rock  and  sank,  taking  with  her  the  entire  crew,  the  recruits  and  their  officers.  Governor  and  Intendant, 
and  her  treasure. 

Salvage  attempts  were  made  almost  at  once,  but  due  to  bad  weather  and  worse  men,  these  efforts  failed.  Very  lit- 
tle of  the  treasure  was  recovered,  and  two  centuries  would  have  to  pass  before  another  serious  attempt  was  made. 
Beginning  in  1965,  Le  Chameau’s  treasure  finally  began  to  be  recovered.  A large  portion  was  sold  at  auction  by 
Parke-Bernet  Galleries  (now  Sotheby’s)  in  1971. 

The  gold  and  silver  coins  that  can  be  traced  directly  back  to  treasure  found  in  the  wreck  of  Le  Chameau  are  as 
much  colonial  coins  as  are  the  1670  Gloriam  Regni  issues  and  are  more  colonial  than  the  popular  Sous  marques. 
The  entire  history  of  La  Chameau  and  her  doom  prove  that  the  coins  she  carried  were  meant  to  circulate  in 
Canada. 

Most  of  the  Ecus  carried  on  Le  Chameau  were  of  the  type  known  to  French  numismatists  as  the  Ecu  aux  huit  L, 
'‘of  the  8 L'S”  from  the  reverse  device  of  a cross  fleury  with  alternating  royal  crowns  and  double  L’s,  surrounded  by 
the  Latin  legend  SIT  NOMEN  DOM.  BENEDICT.,  Blessed  be  the  Name  of  the  Lord.  The  common  obverse  presents  a 
youthful  mailed  bust  of  the  King  by  Norbert  Roettiers. 

The  coins  were  struck  in  .917  Silver,  valued  at  4 Livres  tournois  and  struck  on  new  planchets  in  conformity  with 
a Decree  of  Sept.  26,  1724.  Recalled  for  recoinage  into  Ecus  de  France,  the  coins  circulated  until  Feb.  1,  1725  and 
ceased  to  circulate  after  May  1,  1 725.  The  following  lots  offer  a very  few  pieces  of  other  types  of  lesser  face  value. 


PLEASE  NOTE:  These  historic  coins  spent  240  years  immersed  in  deep,  cold  salt  water.  All  show  some 
effects  of  salt  water  corrosion,  many  displaying  smooth  gray  or  frosty  surfaces.  All  are,  in  fact,  “Uncirculat- 
ed" as  that  term  is  literally  defined!  None  saw  actual  use  in  day  to  day  circulation,  reposing  instead  in  the 
deeps  off  Cape  Breton  Island.  Once  again,  however,  all  show  some  corrosion  from  their  long  immersion  and 
are  offered  here  subject  to  that  reality. 

The  great  majority  were  struck  at  the  La  Rochelle  Mint  (mintmark  H);  virtually  none  are  from  Paris  (A). 
Also  represented  by  at  least  one  specimen  are  Lyon  (D),  Pointiers  (G),  Limoges  (I),  Bordeaux  (K),  Montpelier 
(N),  Orleans  (II),  Nantes  (T),  Rennes  (9)  and  Pau  (Cow).

Brilliant  Uncirculated,  virtu- 
ally a Choice  specimen.  Well  struck  and  exhibiting  full 
cartwheel  lustre  beneath  a swathe  of  rich  golden  toning. 
The  fields  and  devices  are  significantly  nicer  than  nor- 
mally seen  on  this  issue,  with  the  reverse  warranting 
near  Gem  status. 

1589  1880,  1881‘S’,  1886*0’.  All  grading  a strong  About 
Uncirculated  or  better  and  all  with  reflective  fields.  The 
last  two  show  signs  of  a past  cleaning.  3 pieces. 

1590  1880‘O’  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  or  there- 
abouts. A full  strike  and  cartwheel  lustre  are  highlight- 
ed by  a hint  of  golden  peripheral  toning;  1889  Choice 
Brilliant  Uncirculated,  virtually  a Gem  example. 
There  is  a blush  of  pale  gold  over  excellent  surface  quali- 
ty. Some  striking  softness  at  the  eagle’s  breast.  2 pieces. 

1591  1880‘CC’  Reverse  of  ’79.  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculat- 
ed. Unbroken  satiny  mint  lustre  with  hints  of  reflectivi- 
ty beneath  pale  russet-gold  toning.  Noteworthy  quality 
for  this  scarce  issue. 

1592  1880‘S’  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated  and  a truly 
exceptional  example.  Reflective  fields,  cameo  devices, 
and  a razor-sharp  strike  characterize  this  beauty. 

1593  1881‘CC  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  nearly  of 
Gem  quality.  Needle-sharp,  frosted  devices  are  comple- 
mented by  prooflike  fields.  An  exceptionally  attractive 
specimen,  framed  in  delicate  gold  at  the  peripheries.

1594  1882‘CC’,  1883‘CC’,  1884‘CC’.  All  grading  Brilliant 
Uncirculated.  The  first  is  prooflike  and  virtually 
Choice.  The  second  is  Choice  but  for  a pair  of  facial  reed- 
ing marks.  The  last  is  sharply  struck  and  displays  full 
cartwheel  lustre.  3 pieces. 

1595  1883*0’  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Lovely  mirror 
prooflike  fields  and  sharply  struck  cameo  devices  give 
this  example  excellent  visual  appeal.  A beauty! 

1596  1883‘S’  Choice  About  Uncirculated.  The  high  points 
displaying  the  slightest  trace  of  friction.  Boldly  struck 
devices  and  reflective  fields  give  this  specimen  better 
visual  appeal  than  many  Mint  State  examples. 

1597  1884  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Fully  struck  on 
either  side.  The  obverse  displaying  shades  of  delicate 
rose  over  reflective  fields.  PCGS  MS65PL. 

1598  1884‘S’  Choice  About  Uncirculated  and  just  a whisper 
away  from  a full  mint  state  designation.  Reflective  fields 
and  a sharp  strike  give  this  coin  a better  “look”  than 
many  technically  higher  grade  examples.  Quite  scarce 
this  nice. 

1599  1885‘CC’  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  virtually  a Choice 
specimen.  Shades  of  lavender  and  golden  toning  over 
reflective  fields  and  a marvelous  strike. 

*1600  1886‘S’  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  nearly  of 

Gem  quality.  Delicate  golden  toning  on  either  side.  Out- 
standing lustre  and  a full  strike  give  this  coin  a wonder- 
fully “fresh”  appearance. 

1601  1887‘S’,  1900‘S’.  Brilliant  Uncirculated  and 
Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  respectively.  Both  are 
sharply  struck.  The  former  with  a touch  of  iridescence 
at  the  upper  obverse.  The  latter  toned  a delicate  gold. 
2 pieces. 

1602  1888  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  virtually  a Gem 
specimen.  Lovely  mirrored  fields  and  a sharp  strike  are 
framed  by  a trace  of  peripheral  gold;  1890  Choice  Bril- 
liant Uncirculated  and  a handsome  prooflike  example 
displaying  delicate  golden  toning.  2 pieces. 

1603  1888*0’  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  with  claims 
to  the  Gem  category.  Icy  mirror  prooflike  fields  and 
frosty  devices  give  this  dazzling  coin  a splendid  appear- 
ance. 

1604  1888‘S’  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  A bold  strike 
and  plenty  of  surface  “flash”  highlight  this  scarcity. 
There  is  just  a hint  of  delicate  mauve  at  the  peripheries. 
NGC  MS63DPL. 

*1605  1889*0’  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Glassy, 

prooflike  fields  contrasted  against  sharply  struck,  cameo 
devices.  A dazzling  specimen  with  plenty  of  eye  appeal!

1606  1889‘CC’  Choice  About  Uncirculated  with  some 

subtle  high  point  friction  being  all  that  keeps  this 
coin  from  the  Mint  State  category.  A gentle  blush 
of  lilac  toning  on  either  side  complements  frosty 
mint  lustre.  There  is  a very  light  obverse  rim 
bruise  at  3:30,  otherwise  this  well  struck  speci- 
men displays  excellent  surface  quality.  Examples 
of  this  date  at  this  grade  level  are  rare  indeed! 


1607  1889‘S’  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  The  fields 
exhibiting  a noticeable  degree  of  reflectivity.  Delicate 
lilac-gold  toning  over  well  struck,  premium  quality  sur- 
faces. Very  scarce  this  nice. 

1608  1890*0’  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  nearly  a Choice  spec- 
imen. Pale  russet  toning.  Unlike  most  Silver  Dollars  of 
this  issue,  this  piece  is  very  sharply  struck;  1900  A fully 
struck  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  or  better 
example.  Prooflike  fields  exhibit  subtle  evidence  of  die 
polish.  2 pieces. 

1609  1890‘CC’  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Glassy 
prooflike  fields  are  contrasted  against  fully  struck, 
cameo  devices.  Delicate  golden  toning  at  the  peripheries. 
Examples  of  this  date  with  prooflike  lustre  are  very 
scarce. 

1610  1890‘S’  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  and  a whis- 
per away  from  a full  Gem  status.  Fully  struck,  frosty 
devices  are  contrasted  against  dazzling  mirror  prooflike 
fields.  Although  this  is  a rather  common  date,  it  is  quite 
challenging  to  obtain  an  example  with  this  type  of  mint 
lustre.

1611  1891  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  nearly  of  Gem 

quality.  Rich  cameo  devices  are  accented  by  lovely  deep 
mirror  prooflike  fields.  The  surfaces  exhibit  light  cham- 
pagne-gold central  toning  which  changes  to  a rich  rus- 
set-gold at  the  peripheries.  High  grade  1891  Silver 
Dollars  with  this  degree  of  reflectivity  are  surprisingly 
rare! 


1612  1891*0’  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  with  claims 

to  the  Gem  category.  Full  satiny  lustre  beneath  a lovely 
blend  of  champagne  and  golden  toning. 


1613  1891‘CC’  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  A needle-sharp 

strike  and  mirror  prooflike  surfaces  set  this  coin  apart 
from  the  typical  mint  state  example  of  this  date. 


1614  189 l‘S’  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Glittering 

fields  are  contrasted  against  cameo  devices.  A trace  of 
lavender-mauve  peripheral  toning  accents  this  dazzler 
PCGS  MS63DMPL. 


1615  1892  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Full  satiny  lus- 

tre with  a hint  of  reflectivity  in  the  fields.  The  rims 
exhibiting  a faint  trace  of  golden  toning.

Very  sharply  struck  for  this  date 
with  plenty  of  frosty  mint  lustre  still  adhering  to  the 
surfaces.  With  full  mint  state  specimens  of  this  date 
commanding  huge  premiums,  the  demand  for  high 
grade  circulated  pieces  such  as  the  coin  offered  here  is 
substantial! 

1625  1896  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  or  better.  A 
trace  of  golden  toning  over  prooflike  surfaces;  1898*0’ 
Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated  and  a full  Gem  were 
it  not  for  a skillfully  smoothed  obverse  rim  bruise  at 
12:00.  Gorgeous  cameo  mirror  prooflike  fields  and 
devices.  2 pieces. 

1626  1896‘0’  About  Uncirculated.  Wholly  prooflike  lustre. 
The  fields  and  devices  displaying  light  friction.  Prooflike 
examples  of  this  date  are  rare. 

1627  1897  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  Bold  devices 
complement  full  mirror  prooflike  fields.  A few  light 
facial  marks  are  the  only  significant  encumbrances  on 
this  jewel;  1904*0’  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated 

and  a near  Gem.  Icy  prooflike  fields  and  excellent  sur- 
face quality  are  accented  by  delicate  russet  in  the 
obverse  devices.  2 pieces. 

1628  1897*0’  Brilliant  Uncirculated  with  claims  to  the 
Choice  category.  Traces  of  pale  golden  toning  on  both 
obverse  and  reverse.  Rich  mint  frost  and  an  above  aver- 
age strike  combine  to  give  this  coin  a very  satisfying 
appearance.  The  surfaces  are  significantly  better  than 
typically  seen  on  Mint  State  examples  of  this  date.  Quite 
scarce  this  nice.
